Surprises New Policy Party by | 


Speech at Sheffeld. 


Protection, Once Established, Could 
Not Be Uprooted, He Says, 
and Would Breed Trusts, Mo- 


nopolies, and Corruption. 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—Lord Rosebery spoke 
to-night at Sheffield, whither he went in 
order to definitely record his opposition to 
Mr. Chamberlain's fiscal policy. He was 
greeted with the utmost enthusiasm by an 
immense audience, which he held in rapt 
attention for an hour and a half. His Lord- 
ship delivered a characteristic speech of 
brilliant rhetorical denunciation of protec- 
tion interspersed with clever and caustic 
allusions to Mr. Chamberlain and the pre- 
dicament in which he had placed the Gov- 


ernment. 
The Earl said he doubted if there had 


ever been any fiscal inquiry. The Ministry 


had probably investigated not the nation’s 
commerce, but the constituencies. He de- 
precated a policy of retaliation, which would 
land the empire in a contest with every 
naticn in the civilized world, a contest to 
which Armageddon would be a friendly 
Joust. 

He held that free trade had not failed, 
but had been a great success. The new 
policy, instead of solidifying, would tend 
to dislocate and probably dissolve the em- 
pire. His Lordship warned his hearers that 
they could not try a new policy and drop 
it if it failed. Protection once established 
could not be uprooted, and would bring in 
its train trusts, monopolies, and probably 
corruption. 

FREEDOM FOR THE EMPIRE. 


If the country wanted to better itself, he 
continued, let it cultivate a scientific spirit 
and better education, and, above all, keep 
the universe for a reservoir of food and 
raw material. He ridiculed the idea that 
the colonies would consent not to estab- 
ish new industries for the benefit of the 
United Kingdom. A fair and practical im- 
perial tariff could not be devised, and 
Heaven protect them from the bad blood 
and jealousies that such an attempt would 
engender. 

He was very doubtful about the proposi- 
tiom that a fiscal should precede a political 
union. In any event, what Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s friends ignored was that everything 
in the empire had been strong and suc- 
cessful, because it was free ond sponta- 
neous. Lord Rosebery quoted Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to the effect that, not restricted 
trade, but only the most absolute freedom, 


eee and commercial, would succeed in 
ullding up the empire. 

In conclusion his Lordship said that he 
could not forget the long agony with which 
the nation had passed from the protective 
System, whith had brought it to the verge 

f famine and ruin into the better ana 
reer conditions now prevailing. They could 
not risk the splendid result on a hazard of 
the litical die. They could not leave the 
brililant known under any guidance or 
prophetship fot the dark unknown. 

A storm of cheers greeted the Earl's clos- 
ing remarks. 

Lord Rosebery made no attempt to refute 
Mr. Chamberlain's contentions by argu- 
ment, statistics, or a detailed examination 
of his proposals. He confined himself to 
generalizations. He evoked applause by 
describing Mr. Chamberlain as the real 
head of the present Government. In ref- 
erence to Mr. Balfour’s -attempts to gag 

riiamentary discussion of the fiscal prob- 
em he said: 

“You cannot prevent a storm by sitting 
on the barometer.” 

His lordship was loudly cheered when he 
deciared that the prospect of worse rela- 
tions with the United States, Germany, 
Epetia, and France was not alluring to 

m. 


SPEECH A SURPRISE. 


Lord Rosebery's strong free trade speech 
is a great disappointment to the supporters 
of Mr. Chamberlain who had apparently 
hoped, basing this hepe on the ambiguous 
speech his Lordship made at Burnley come 
time ago, that he might be found on the 
side of the fair traders. This disappoint- 
ment is increased by a hint given hy Lord 
Rosebery in his speech that he is willing 
to actively lead or assist in the fight 
against protection, though this reference 
Was exceedingly vague. 

The Duke of Devonshire having aiso noti- 
fied his intention to actively co-operate 
with the Unionist Free Food League, the 
campaign promises to become increasingly 
energetic. 

Mr. Asquith, the Tibera)l leader. whose 
recent speech Lord Rosebery advised should 
be published in pamphlet form as a “‘ com- 
plete and crushing refutation of the new 
policy,’ speaking at Newport, Fifeshire, to- 
night. aguin attacked Mr. Chamberlain's 
Lroposals, which, he declared, would bring 
Great Britsin into conflict with the world 
at largs. Mr. Asquith considered that it 
would be a calamity for the empire to be- 
come self-contained. The empire was itself, 
he said, only a constituent part of the great 
commonwealth of nations, and it was in 
the promotion of peaceful and friendly rela 
tions between the parts of that commcen- 
wealth that the best hopes for the worid's 
future lay. 


FREE TRADE STUNTS CANADA. 


Lord Brassey, speaking at Rye in defense 
of the Chamberlain policy, said that he had 
just returned from Canada, and he believed 
that only the adoption of a preferential 
tariff would save the empire from break- 
down, because the influx of American 
settlers tended to the Americanization of 
the Northwest Territories, and an Amer- 
ican offer of reciprocity might eventually 
be accepted, in which case a political union 
of the United States and Canada would be 
only a question of time. This danger would 
disappear if Mr. Chamberlain's scheme was 
adopted. Premier Ross of Ontario informed 
him that if Mr. Chamberlain's policy had 
been in force during the last twenty years 
the population of Canada to-day would have 
been 20,000,000 better. 

The idea that Lord Rosebery was bidding 
for the leadership of the Liberal Party in 
his speech at Sheffield finds no support in 
the editorials published by the Liberal pa- 
pers this morning. These express great 
satisfaction that he has no longer left his 
attitude doubtful as he did by his Burn- 
ley speech last May, when he said that 
he ‘‘did not regard free trade as a part 
of the Sermon on the Mount,” but there 
is no attempt to hail him as the leader of 
the party. The Conservative organs in their 
comments endeavor to minimize the impor- 
tance of Lord Rosebery’s free trade decla- 
rations by representing them as still of an 
undecided character, and contending that 
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there is nothing to show that he will re- 
main-#n the same mind for long. 


AMERICAN PROTECTION. 


In the course of a speech. to an overflow 
meeting Lord Rosebery referred to the pop- 


| ularity of protection in America and said: 


‘So long as you get the American farmer 
to pay taxes for the benefit of the trusts 


and great industries it is all the better for 
those trusts and industries. But in time 
I think the farmer will find that it is not 
his advantage that is being served, and 
then there may be a reversal of that pol- 


icy.”’

SHOPPERS IN EXPLOSION. 


Four Hurt When Manhole Blew Up in 
Twenty-third Street. 


The two big covers of the manhole at 
the southeast corner of Sixth Avenue and 
Twenty-third Street blew high in the air 
yesterday afternoon with a report that rat- 
tled windows in near-by stores, and with 
the effect of throwing hundreds of women 
into a state of excitement akin to a panic. 
When policemen and physicians arrived 
at the spot, in this case with remarkable 
celerity, it was found that four women 
shoppers had been injured. The names of 
only two of them were learned. They -were 
Mrs. Bella Lappert, wife of a cigar dealer 
at 122 East One Hundred and Seventh 
Street, and the wife of Dr. John B. L’Hom- 
medieu, Deputy Health officer, stationed 
at Quarantine. 

One of the other two women, sald to be 
advanced in years, was resuscitated in a 
trunk store at the corner where the acci- 
dent occurred, and the other, minus her 
hat, ran up on the elevated station and 
immediately took a train, presumably for 
home. There may have been others in- 
jured, but no record at all was taken of 
them. 

The accident resembled in some respects 
that which occurred on Sunday night last 
at Eighth Avenue and Twenty-fourth 
Street. The manhole cover, which blew up 
yesterday, is about four feet in diameter, 
and thousands of persons are compelled to 
cross it every day. The explosion oceurred 
at 3:25 o'clock, and no explanation of the 
cause has been made. The manhole is one 
of the Consolidated Telegraph and Elec- 
trical Subway Company's. There were two 
lids covering the cavity. The cover lying 
even with the asphalt of the strect was 
perforated, and hence when the explosion 
came did not fly up as high as the other, 


which had rested a few feet below it. One 
of these twe lids struck the elevated struct- 
ure and the other, failing, was broken on 
the sidewalk, which was badly damaged. 

Pelicemen Thomas Craven and James 
Sullivan were on duty there. Women were 
screaming, and they could not at first 
make out which one needed their help the 
most. It was soon clear, however, that 
Mrs. Lappert, who stood almost to her 
shoulders in the manhole, needed assist- 
ance, and Craven ran to her aid. With him 
was James 8. Patterson of 119 East Twen- 
ty-eizhth Street, and together they man- 
aged to pull the swooning woman out of 
the hole. She had stood in water almost 
to her hips, and she was bleeding from a 
cut on her lip. Her clethes had been torn 
from her, and before anything else was 
done it was necessary to wrap her up in 
her cloak. She was taken into a near-by 
drug store and soon afterward hurried to 
the New York Hospital, where it was 
found that besides the wound en her lip 
she had a cut on the hip, had other contu- 
sions about the body, and was suffering 
severely from shock. 

While attention was being given to Mrs. 
Lappert others were leading Mrs. L’'Hom- 
medieu to the second floor of the drug 
store.

When these had been extracted and thea 
wounds on her face had been dressed she 
insisted on starting for her home, at Tomp- 
kinsville, and arrived there safely, but suf- 
me ad still from the shock of the acci- 
ent.

The other woman who was injured left 
her hat lying in the street, but hers was 
not the only one which.was found after the 
accident, several men having forsaken their 
derbies in their mad rush to get out of the 
way. 

It required only a few minutes after the 
explosion to bring a@ crowd of at least a 
thousand persons to the scene, and it be- 
came necessary to call the reserves of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station. They soon 
restored order and managed to make way 
for the surface cars, which had been 
blocked. Other persons, it was said, had 
been injured, notably a well-dressed woman, 
who, it was asserted, had said that sho 
lived at the Chelsea, in West Twenty-third 
Street, but when inquiries were made thera 
it was said that nobody in the house had 
complained of being hurt. 

For several hours after the accident Po- 
licemen Craven and Sullivan were kept busy 
answering the inquiries of men who reached 
there in an excited state, and who asked 
for the names of the women who had been 
injured, apparently fearing that their wives 
were victims of the accident. 


HURT BUT STUCK TO HUNT.

BOSTON, Oct. 13.—Dispatches from Barre, 
Mass., where the annual hunt meééting is in 
progress, tell cf the remarkable nerve dis- 
played yesterday by Mrs. Thomas Hitch- 
ecck, Jr., of New York, whose horse threw 
her, but who, undaunted, remounted and 
finished ‘he run, in a drenching rain. 

Mrs. Hitcheock’s horse refused a high 
stene wall and she was hurled héad fore- 
most over her mount’s head, striking with 
great force on the stony ground. 

She quickly recovered and rode after the 
mack, bleeding from a wound upon her 
Ocean. She was complimented for her 
bravery and urged to réturn home with an 
escort, but remained in the saddle unt the 
hunt was abandoned. 


W. L. ELKINS VERY ILL.

DOWIE INVASION BEGINS 


First Train for New York Leaves 
Zion City. . 


Elijah Warns Flock Not to Show Tem- 
per If New Yorkers Hit Them in 
This “ Centre of Vice.”

ZION CITY, Ill., Oct. 18.—Amid the most 
excitement 
that has ever shaken Zion City the first 
train of the restoration host left Zion for 
New York this morning. It carried no pas- 
sengers, but eight cars loaded with trunks, 
cooking outfits, and household furniture, 
for ‘‘Dr.” Dowie intends to leave part of 
the host in New York City. 

Before the doors of the administration 
building 5,000 followers of “ Elijah’’ on 
their knees in the open air prayed for his 
blessing. Just before this every one in the 
city had come into the streets to pose for a 
photograph to be taken from a balloon at 
the height of 1,500 feet. T. E. Albertson 
was the photographer, and he nearly lost 
his Hfe i nthe experiment. It was shortly 
before 9 o'clock when the balloon was re- 
leased. 

A cord attached to a stake held it in posi- 
tion long enough for the exposure, then 
several of the Deacons of the church talked 
to the photographer by means of a tele- 
phone arrangement, and Albertsoi gave 
the order to pull down the balloon. When 
it was within fifty feet of the ground the 
bell of Shiloh Tabernacle tolled the hour. 

Every person in the city stops work for 
two minutes morning and evening at the 
sound of the bell to kneel in prayer. The 
Deacons dropped the cord to fall on their 


knees and the balloon went shooting shky- 
ward. 

Just before the balloon reached the end of 
its tether the Deacons finished their prayer 
and Albertson was pulled to safety. 

Thousands of visitors came to Zion this 
morning. They displayed the greatest in- 
terest in the caravan of wagons which 
brought over 2,000 pleces of baggage tc the 
Northwestern Station. 

Although the great throng before the Ad- 
ministration Building sought the blessin 
of their leader, he refused to appear, an 
his followers finally betook themselves to 
the station to watch the departure of the 
first train of the mighty exodus. Women 
were busy getting ready for the trip. No- 
where was any ill-nature displayed. 

* Peace to thee, are you going?’ was the 
question on every lip. 

Unttl 11:30 o’clock this morning “ Dr." 
Dowie held forth from the altar at Zion 
Tabernacle. For two hours he spoke of 
the New York trip, and Zion City Choir 
sang the praises of God and “ Elijah." 

Then Dowle announced his intention cf 
converting the Mormons this Winter, re- 
forming San Francisco by a still greater 
pilgrimage than the present one, and final- 

y eonvincing the whole world that he is 
surely * Elijah the restorer.’’ 

“I expect to make 25,000 converts,"’ said 
Dowie. ‘‘ When I leave New York I will 
leave behind me a better and a greater 
city. 

“We may be stoned and assaulted tn this 
centre of vice, but I command you to with- 
hold your tempers. If you are struck in 
the face with some missile, remember that 
you are the follower of God and Elijah. If 
you lose your temper, God will make you 
suffer from your injury."’

PREPARING FOR DOWIE HOST. 


Advance Guard Takes Possession of 
Madison Square Garden—Cheap 
Table d’'Hote Meals. 


Before the remains of the Old Guard fair 
had been carried away from the Madison 
Square Garden yesterday the advance guard 
of the Zion restoration host took possession 
of the large building and prepared to ar- 
range for the feeding of as many as 1,500 
people at one time in the two iarge rooms 
to be devoted to tables. Empty champagne 
bottles and other evidences of indulgence in 
good cheer on the part of the Old Guard 
were not all gone from the café when 
Deacon Frank W. Cotton of Zion City made 
his entrance, and soon had rude board 
tables put up in four or five long rows. 

Deacon Cotton fs the manager of all the 
“hospices,” thut is, hotels, in the city of 
the Rev. John Alexander Dowie, and he is 
going to show New York that he can pro- 
vide a gocd table d’hSte meal for a fraction 
over 14 cents. Every one of the Dowle 
ir.vading e:imy, who are to start on their 


journey to-day has a meal ticket entitling 
him to thirty-five meals, two a dey. This 
ticket has cost each one only $5, and will 
last all the time that “ Elijah the second ” 
stays in New York, from Oct. 17 to Nov. }. 
The two meals served will be breakfast ani 
dinner, the first being early in the fore- 
noon and the last about 5 or 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

In nearly all the papers yesterday adver- 
tisements appeared, inserted by the Dowle- 
fies, asking all who had furnished rooms te 
jet within two miles of Madison Square 
Garden to notify the committee and have 
their names registered at the Garden. The 
large room in the southwest corner of the 
building was the business office, tempo- 
rarily, and dozens of housewives could be 
seen there all during the day giving the 
uddresses of their homes. Dowle himself, 
with his family, will inake his headquar- 
ters at the Plaza Hotel. The leaders of the 
departments of the army will be at the 
Park Avenue Hotel. The first oificial ap- 
pearance of the ‘‘restorer” will be Sun- 
day morning at 6:30 o'clock. Then he -will 
conduct services and formally begin his 
New York campaign. 


WHITE CAPS SHOT BY NEGRO.

AMERICUS, Ga., Oct. 13.—In defending 
his home against a party of white caps 
Andrew Cheney, a well-to-do negro farmer 
residing near here, used his pistol, shoot- 
ing three men. John Suggs, a white planter, 
was shot through the lung and will die. 
Alex Jones and Charles Johnson were less 
dangerously wounded, but their condition is 


serious. After their companions were shot 
down the white caps fled. 

The white caps went to the negro’s home 
at 3 this morning and demanded that he 
open the door, as they intended to whip 
him, Cheney refused and the white caps 
tried to batter it down. The negro then 
began firing through the door. Yesterda 
afternoon Cheney had a quarrel with Wal- 
ter Bray, a white farmer, and the latter 
induced his friends to go with him to whip 
the negro. Cheney has surrendered to the 
Sheriff, asking that he be protected in 
case there should be an attempt at lynch- 
ing.

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IMPLICATED HIS SWEETHEART. 


Young Woman Dragged Into Alleged 
Jewelry Steal in Chicago by One 
of Two Men Arrested.

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Conspiracy to rob 
Rogers, Thurman & Co., a large wholesale 
jewelry house, was brought to light to- 
day. Operations of the alleged conspirators 
have extended over six months, it is said, 
and thousands of dollars’ worth of goods 
have been taken. 

Thus far thrte persons have been arrest- 
ed, one of them, a young woman, brought 
into the case by her lover, who is also im- 
plicated. Other arrests will follow. 

The men arrested are Edward Dipple, 
eighteen years old, and Baline Roth, twen- 
ty-four years old. The latter, it is alleged, 
disposed of the jewelry after it had been 
stolen by Dipple, who was employed as a 
clerk by the jewelry concern. Both men, 
it is said, have made written confessions 
to Assistant State Attorney Fred L. Fake. 

The name of the woman in the case the 
police refused to divulge. She was brought 
into Inspector Lavin's office this morning 


shortly after her sweetheart had made his 
stniement. When the case was described 
to her she burst into tears, fainted, and 
was carried from the office. 

Roth, it is said, also had agents who dis- 
posed of the stolen jewelry for him, and 
the amounts realized were large. The police 
have been working on the case for ten 
days, and last night arrested Roth, who 
had been out of the city, He was caught, it 
is said, by a decoy letter requesting him to 
come to Chicago and visit his sweetheart. 


FOR ROCKEFELLER DEER PARK. 


Greenwich (Conn.) People Not Pleastd 
to Hear of Sale of His Farm by 
a Life-Long Recluse.

GREENWICH, Conn., Oct. 13.—It is gen- 
erally understood to-day, though no deeds 
have passed, that William Rockefeller has 
added thirty-seven acres to his large pos- 
sessions here adjoining his deer park and 
his son’s Summer residence, having pur- 
chased it from David S. Husted for $25,000. 

Greenwich people generally deplore the 
sale, for it is another farm to lose its tn- 
dividuality in the large estate, as many 
others have done before. Mr. Husted has 
lived alone on it all his life—in a building 
which served as cowshed in the basement, 
carriage and living rooms above, and a hay 
loft on top. o- 

He is noted because of his skin, which 
has gradually turned from white to that 
like a negro. His farm is so rocky that it 
was said one could jump from one stone to 
another all over it without touching che 
ground, barring a few acres. 

Before Mr. Rockefeller Would purchase 
the land Mr. Husted had to move the bones 
4f his ancestors, which were burted tn a 
family cemettry on the farm. 


BLACKMAIL OR VIOLENCE. 


Three Chicago Residents Threatened 
with Injury Unless They Pay $5,000 
to Unknown Parties.

CHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Another attempt to 
extort money from prominent residents of 
the North Side became known to-day, when 
it was anneunced that John G. Garibaldi 
of the commission house of Garibaldi & 
Cuneo had undergone, a month ago, an ex-+ 
perience similar to that of Mrs. Orville ard 
Mrs. Babcock. Mr. Garibaldi, through a 
letter left at his residence, 26 Astor Street, 
was informed that unless he deposited im a 
specified place, far out on the West Side, 
$5,000 in currency, he would be made the 
victim of bodily injury. 

The matter was reported to Police Head- 
quarters, and Mr. Garibaldi, with two 
Central Office detectives, went to the spot 
mentioned, and at the time specified, but 
although the officers did not make their 
presence known, no one appeared to de- 
mand the money or to harm Mr. Garibaldi. 
Soon after this another threatening com- 
munication was received. It was ignored, 
browever, and no attempt was ever made to 
hain the recipient. 

Within a day or two of Mr. Garibaldi's 
experience similar threats were made 
against Mrs. Babcock. In two letters and 
a telephone message she was told that she 
must place $5,000 In a hiding place on a 
west side prairie or she would suffer in- 
jury. 
The first tetter was left in the corridor of 
the Winston apartment house, Lincoln Park 
Boulevard and Chicago Avenue, and was 
delivered to Mrs. Babcogk by a servant. 
The secoad communication was given to an 
elevator corductor in the same building by 
a small poy, who hurried away before he 
could be interviewed. Although an attempt 
was made to trace the telephone call, the 
result was unsatisfactory. 


EDITOR MUST PAY 3500. 


Punishment of Missourian Who Pub- 
lished Anti-Graft Editorials Upheld 
by State Supreme Court.

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CRIMINAL FAITH-HEALING 


Court of Appeals Reaffirms Ver- 
dict of Trial Court in 
Pierson Case. 


Upholds Conviction of White Plains 
Man Who Failed to Give His 
Sick Child Medical Aid. 


ALBANY, Oct. 13.—A decision was hand- 
ed down to-day by the Court of Appeals 
in the case of People vs. Pierson, declaring 
dependence upon faith-healing in case of 
sickness to be criminal negligence. 

J. Luther Pierson lives at White Plains, 
and early in 1901 was sentenced to $500 
fine or 500 days’ imprisonment for crimi- 
nal neglect in failing to provide a licensed 


physician to attend his sixteen-months’ 
old adopted daughter in a case of pneu- 
monia, which afterward proved fatal. The 
conviction was secured under the Penal 
Code, which holds that ‘‘a person who 
omits without lawful excuse to perform a 
duty by law imposed upon him, to furnish 
food, clothing, shelter, or medical attend- 
ance to a minor, is guilty,” &c. 

Justice Bartlett, in the prevailing opinion 
in the Appellate Division, held that the 
‘“‘medical attendance” referred to in the 
statute does not mean exclusively the at- 
tendance of a medical practitioner in the 
general sense of the term. The Appel- 
late Division reversed the conviction. 

In its opinion, written by Judge Haight, 
the Court of Appeals says: ‘It would 
seem that the legislative intent is reason- 
ably clear, although possibly more precise 
language could have been employed. The 
section of the code under which the indict- 
ment was found contemplates that there 
are persons upon whom the law casts a 
duty of caring for minors. 

‘‘We are aware that there are people who 
believe that Divine power may be invoked 
to heal the sick and that faith is all that is 
required. There are others who believe that 
the Creator has supplied the earth, Nature's 


storehouse, with everything that man may ; 


want for his support and maintenance, in- 
cluding the restoration and preservation of 
his health, and that he is left to work out 
his own salvation under fixed natural laws. 

“There are still others who believe that 
Christianity and science go hand in hand, 
both proceeding from the Creator; that sci- 
ence is but the agent of the Almighty, 
through which He accomplishes results, and 
that both science and Divine power may be 
invoked together to restore diseased and 
suffering humanity. 

‘But, sitting as a court of law for the 
purpose of construing and determining the 
meaning of statutes, we have nothing to 
do with variances in religious belief, and 
have no power to determine which is cor- 
rect. We place no limitations upon the pow- 
er of the mind over the body, the power of 
faith to dispel disease, or the power of the 
Supreme Being to heal the sick. We mereiy 
declare the law as given us by the Legis- 
lature. We find no error on the part of the 
trial court that called for a reversal."’ 


SENTENCE WILL BE ENFORCED. 


District Attorney Brown Says This Is 
First Time in This Country the 
Law Has Been Made Certain. 


District Attorney J. Addison Brown of 
Westchester County last night expressed 
himself as immensely gratified over the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals that it is a 
crime for any of the sects that call them- 
selves by various names, including Chris- 
tian Scientists, Zionists, and others, in- 
dicative of faith curing, when guardians or 
parents fail to call physicians for minor 
members of their families stricken with 
disease likely to prove fatal. Mr. Brown 
sald: 

“J. Luther Plerson of White Plains, a foi- 
lower of Dowie, was tried and convicted 
under the law because he did not call in a 
physician, but rather Christian Scientists, 
when his baby daughter was dying frorh 
pneumonia, and was sentenced to a fine of 
$500 or an equal number of days in fail. 
He must now take his choice between the 
two, as the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals of the State makes this positive. 

‘“‘In so far as I know, and I have care- 
fully investigated, this is the first time in 
of New York, or any other 
State, where the law has been made certain 
by the decision of the higher courts. The 
sentence of this man wili now be enforced. 
Tho higher courts of England have upheld 
convictions in similar cases, the prisoners 
there being found guilty under indictments 
of manslaughter.

OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 13.—The meat trust 
formed by the large packers of South 
Omaha, Chicago, and Kansas City is put- 
ting the/screws on both the Western pro- 
ducer of live stock and the Eastern con- 
sumer of dressed meats, and, while the 
trust is now paying the producer httle 
more than one-half for his live stock what 
it did this {jme last year, the people of the 
Hast are compelled to pay from 10 to 20 
per cent, higher for their meats than at chis 
time in 1902. 

The Packing Trust is paying to-day 40 
per cent. less for pork than one year ago, 
while the retailers are paying the packers 
15 per cent. more for dressed pork than 
one year ago, making the increased profits 
of the trust 55 per cent. on pork, 

For beef steers the packers are paying 25 
ser cent. less than last year, while the sell- 
ng price ts 10 per cent. higher. Increased 
profits to the trust, 35 per cent. 

These figures are from the actual market 

rices of Monday, the selling prices being 
Sesed on Omaha prices, although the man- 
ager of one of the packing houses admitted 
the prices to Eastern consumers were stiil 
higher than those of Omaha, the profits to 
the packers being 5 per cent. more in New 
York and Chicago than in Omaha.

I suppose it is in recognition of such 
achievements as that that the Tammany 
candidate or platform, I forget which, 
ledges itself that there shall be no step 
backward. If the citizens of New York 
understand their own interest, as I hope 
they do, they will see that Tammany is 
given no chance to take a step backward. 
Applause.) 

“The third thing for which we stand is 
that if you want good City Government 
here or anywhere else, the city itself and 
its interests must be the first thought on 
the minds of its officials. Now Tammany 
Says in reply to that, that on the contrary 
the interests of the Democratic Party must 
come first. They ask the citizens to vote 
from that point of view, and, of course, if 
they do the officials whom they elect will 
administer the city from that point of 
view; they will be expected to. 


THE NON-PARTISAN PLAN. 


“If you want good City Government. as 
I said before, it must be the first thing in 
the minds of your officials, and because we 
believe that so strongly we of the Fusion 
movement have declared for a non-partisan 
government in order that the city, and nbdt 
any party, may be the object of the city 
officials’ care. [Applause.] 

“This is a very important point, so I 
want to go into it a little further, and the 
first thing; I want to remind you of is that 
Mr. Shepard made precisely the same argu- 
ment two years ago. It was not true then 
and it is not true now. [Applause.] 

“T answered it then, as I answer it now, 


by telling an anecdote of President Lin- 
colin. He wms waited upon by a delega- 
tion that made some sort of proposition to 
him, and he said to them, ‘ Gentlemen, how 
many legs has a sheep?’ ‘ Well,’ they said, 
‘four.’ ‘ Well,’ he said, ‘if you call the 
tail a leg, would it have five?’ In other 
words, a thing is not made so by calling it 
so, and this administration of ours Tes 
been non-partisan. [Applause.}] And the 
present Fusion tacket is non-partisan. 

“It seems to me that the argument this 
year is even stronger than it was two years 
ago, for we have something to point to. In 
the first place, the Board of Estimate of 
this year has consisted of six Democrats 
and two Republicans. The Democrats have 
cast twelve yotes and the Republicans four: 
and yet there is hardly an instance in the 
course of the two years in which the board 
has not finally decided upon its action by a 
unanimous vote. That means that upon 
business problems a Democrat does not look 
with one visipn and the Republican with 
another: and when men meet together to 
discuss the business interests of the city 
they look at it, if they are honest men, in 
the same way. 

“Now, the present Fusion ticket, accord- 
ing to my recollection, is made up in about 
the same proportions. How preposterous it 
is, in the presence of facts like that, to 
claim that the Fusion ticket at the present 
time is a Republican ticket. 

““Nobcdy doubts that the candidate for 
Mayor is g Republican. I have never pre- 
tenced to be anything else. [Applause.] 
But, in the administration of the City of 
New York I have known no party; [pro- 
longed applause.]. The immense patronage 
of the Mayor's office has not been used 
for or ainst either party; neither has it 
been used to bulld up a parent machine 
for thé Mayor himself—{applause]—and 
Democratic testimony to that effect ts not 
wanting. Let me point to the composition 
of the heads of departments. I think that 
bale are Republicans and half are Demo- 

“Unless it be the best way to build u 
Republican Party to appoint Den 4 
crats to such positions, I submit that the 
Mayor is not subject to the charge 
partisanship which some so glibly make. 

here were introduced inte the last Legis- 
lature a number of bills relating to rail- 
roads. They got the name popularly of 
‘grab bills.’ They were introduced in the 
interests of the Union Railway system 
and the Metropolitan Railway system— 
organizations well known to be under 
Democratic control. 1 regret to say that 
they were fathered in the Legislature for 
the most part by Republicans. The Mayor 
Was non-partisan enough te fight them 
off.” (A voice: “ Good.’’) 


QUOTES CONTROLLER GROUT 


Mayor Low then paid his respects to Mr. 
Grout. 
“We hawe also very excellent authority 


‘for the statement that this is not a party 


fight,” he began. ‘‘ One of the candidates 
upon the Tammany ticket said not long 
ago, ‘The approaching municipal contest is 
not a fight between Republicans and Demo- 
crats, but between citizens, and upon pure- 
ly local issues, and Fusion success this year 
can have no more effect upon the Presiden-

“He wof't say that at Tammany Hall 
to-morrow night,’ cried 2a joud voice. 

‘* Well,” went on the Mayor, “I can give 
you Tammany authority of older standing 
if you want it, 

* Now, let us approach the other propo- 
sition that, because this is a Democratic 
eity, Tammany ought to rule the town. 
They did not put it exectly like that, but 
that is what it means. That, of course, 
raises first of all the question which I 
submit to the careful and conscientious and 
prayerful consideration of the Democrats 
of New York; whether they are content to 
identify Democracy with Tammany. This 
is what a recent convert said upon the 
subject two years ago: 

“*Tammany Hall has given the Demo- 
cratic Party of the City of New York such 
ap evil name that to be suspected of bein 
a Tammany man at a Btate or Nationa 
Convention is to be looked upon with scorn 
and ccntempt.’ ” 

There was much laughter when the 
speaker threw that statement back at Mr. 
Grout. 

“It is a pity,”” was his comment, “that 
was not the result: in the City of New 
York.” 

““Now the same authority,” he said, 
*“ describing Tammany, said that it was ‘a 
stench in the nostrils.’ ”’ 

“Grout must havea cold,’’ ventured one 
of the audience, and everybody laughed. 
The Mayor followed up the lead. 

“It is not a very pleasant figure of 
speech, and yet I must use it for a moment 
because it enables me to make my point 
very clear. I sometimes fancy that Tam- 
many is equipped with a sort of revolving 
stench. [Laughter.] That people notice 
from some point of view and do not trom 
another; just as you have seen light- 
houses that have revolving lights: some- 
times they are entirely dark and at other 
times they throw out a fiash of light. At 
least that is the most charitabie explana- 
tion of the phenomenon that we see so 
often that men who speak of Tammany in 
that way after a little while go into Tam- 
many. [Laughter and applause. ] 

“Now tHe thing that | want you to no- 
tice is this first of all that Tammany is a 
etench in the nostrils when it is in office. 
fLaughter,}] it is the way it behaves there 
that makes ay speak of it in that fash- 
fon. The only time that it ceases to be of- 
fensive is when it is out of office. Tam- 
many out of office is as innocuous as pos- 
sible. In passing I might urge that as one 
reason why Tammany should now be kept 
out. [Applause.| Having already beceme 
s0 much less offensive than it was, why 
not let it recover entirely before you put it 
in power again? [Applause.]

McCLELLAN AND VAN WYCK. 


“Do you think it safe to commit the in- 
terests of this great city to a man in the 
Mayor's office, who, after four such years 
as closed on the S8lIst of December, 1901, 
was able to say: ‘We have no apologies 
to offer; we have nothing to apologize for 
ours is the credit and ours the honor.’ 
think you want a man in the Mayor's 
chair who knows that a thing is wrong 
when it is wrong. 

“Now, what is it that happens to Tam- 
many Hall when it is out of office that 
makes it seem more tolerable than when 
it is in office? To follow the figure one 
step further and then to dismiss it—it Is 
simply because in the meanwhile and out of 
office it disinfects itself with party spirit 
in the hope of getting back. Some one has 
Said that patriotism is the last refuge of a 
scoundrel, and this appeal to the Demo- 
cratic Party spirit is the last refuge of 
Tammany Hail.” 

Ex-Mayor Strong’s name evoked ap- 
plause, and the speaker used him as a basis 
jor another fling at Tammany. ‘ Mayor 
Strong prepared for the first public bath 
ever bullt in the City of New York. He ar- 
ranged for it, and I think left the plans 
already for it when he went out of office. 
It took Tammany three years and four 
months to finish that building, and when 
it was finished the Commissioner of Public 
Bulldings wanted $52,000 a year to run it, 
and the association of which Mr. Cutting 
is Chairman offered to run it for $17,000. 
This administration has provided for twelve 
public baths in these two years. [Prolonged 
applause ] I omitted to say what perhaps 
you have already guessed—that Tammany 
Hall had not sufficient interest in baths— 
[Laughter)—to make any provision of that 
sort on its own account, 

‘‘ Now, is it any satisfaction to the people 
of the City of New York to know that they 
inust g0 so long without baths and pay so 
much to maintain them, or to be able to re- 
flect in the meanwhile that a lot of Demo- 
crats in Indiana and Arkansas are being ap- 
pointed to the Post Office? ”’ 

Mayor Low at this point cited the Mel- 
rose Avenue viaduct delay and repeated his 
query as to Indiana Post Offices. After 
making a similar reference to tenement con- 
ditions, he said: 


PROMISES OF TAMMANY. 


“And when you turn to the conditions 
of vice that prevailed here at the end of 
Mayor Van Wyck's administration, taking 
the testimony of the Tammany Committee 
of Five which reported in effect that the 


conditions were intolerably bad, is there 
a man in New York, whatever his party 

name, who would for a moment do anything 

to restore such conditions because he should 
have the satisfaction of knowing that 

Democrats in Indiana and Arkansas were 

getting Post Offices? [Applause.} 

“In other words, does Democracy 
prove of such things as those? Is De- 
mocracy content to be identified with an 
organization that produces such results, 
which it has done more than once, and 
which, therefore, we have a right to expect 
it will do again under its present manage- 
ment if it is given the chance? What is 
your guarantee that those things will not 
recur if Tammany be now permitted to 
carry the city? Well, Mr. McClellan gives 
you his promise. 

“Other Mayors of Tammany have given 
their promise, but they could not make 
good. Do you think that Mr. McClellan 
can do so, when he was not alert enough to 
know two years ago that anything was 
wrong? It seems to me that if the City of 
New York accepts that promise it would 
be like the man that accepted Mr. Micaw- 
ber's note. You remember the character 
of Micawber in Charles Dickens's ‘ David 
Copperfield.” who would issue a note of 
hand, payable in six months, and when it 
fell due he would get his friend to take 
another, and as the second was taken in 
hand, Micawber would tear up the first 
with great gusto and say: ‘ Thank Heaven! 
that debt is paid.’ [Laughter.] 

“If you accept that promise in the light 
Tammany's past history, in the light 
its present leadership, in the Hght of 

what its candidate for Mayor publicly said 

two years ago, I think you will get noth- 
ing more durable than Micawhber’s note in 
return for your good faith.” [Applause.] 


HINRICHS AND SULZBERGER. 


After the storm of acclamation which 
followed. the conclusion of the Mayor's 
speech had ended, Mr. Cutting presented 
Frederic W. Hinrichs, Fusion candidate for 
ControHier after Mr. Grout's name had 
been stricken from the ticket. 

Mr. Hinrichs defended Mayor Low's rec- 
ord as an example of non-partisanship, 
and then said that when the Mayor ‘‘ came 
to the Tenement House Department he did 
not go to his organization for the best man 
able to run an organization, but he took 
the President of the Charities Orgagiza- 
tion Society, Mr. De Forest—not only the 
President of the Charities Organization So- 
but the President of the Tenement 
Commission--a man who had made 
it the study of years to understand pre- 
cisely what the condition of the poorer 
people cf the City of New York was, and 
that is the sort of man who was put at the 
head of that department, because, fellow 
citizens, you must understand that Mr. De 
Forest not only had to act as Commis- 
sioner of a department, but he had in the 
first instance to organize a new depart- 
ment, which hitherto had no existence 
der the charter of the City of New York.” 

“Certainly my friends, the poor of this 
city, have a right to demand that their 
dweiling shall be free from impurity, and 
that their Httle children shal) grow up as 
you would have your children grow up, 
under good auspices, with beautiful sur- 
roundings, with a cleanly atmosphere, and 
with noble ideals. 

“ Now, under that noble man De Forest 
these things have been stopped. We know 
verfectly well that these poor women who 
1ave forgotten their womanhood must live 
and do live somewhere, but they must not 
live in immediate contact with the poor in 
the crowded tenement houses.” 

Mr. Hinrichs was followed by Cyrus Sulz- 
berger, Fusion nominee for President of 
the Borough of Manhattan 

“Jt has been said that good government,” 
he said, ‘‘is a relative matter, and we 
know what Mayor Low’s standard of good 
government is by two years of administra- 
tion. We also know what Mr. McClellan's 
standard of good government is by his 
speech as Pos officer over the Tam- 
many Hal! convention of 1901, when he 
suid of the Van Wyck administration: ‘ We 
have no apologies to offer; ours ts the 
honor.’ 


OVATION FOR JEROME. 


When Mr. Sulzer finished, District Attor- 
ney Jerome who, for some time, had been 
quietly seated in a stairway leading down 
into the hall, entered. He was espied by 
some one in the audience, who shouted, 


‘“‘ Jerome!” and began to clap his hands. 
At first the audience seemed at a loss to 
understand what it was all about. But Mr. 
Jerome had hardly shown himself on the 
platform before hundreds of throats took 
up the cry. The large audience was on its 
feet ina jiffy. The shouting shook the 
hall. Hats were thrown in the air. The 
women waved their handkerchiefs. The 
band played ‘‘ He's a Jolly Good Fellow,” 
but could scarcely make itself heard. 

Mr. Cutting shook hands with Mr. Je- 
rome, but did not F into the formality of 
introducing him. or fully three minutes 
the Gin lasted. Then, just as Mr. Jerome 
essayeda to make himself heard somebody 
called for “‘ three cheers for Jerome," and 
these were given with a will. 

“it seems rather strange that I should 
be here to-night—’ he began when the 
noise had subsided. 

* You couldn't stay away,” 
in the audience. 

Among the audience there was laughter. 
On Mr. Jerome the words had another ef- 
fect. The tears came into his eyes. He 
brushed one away that trickled down his 
cheek.

Are we, the people of this great city, 
to be ground between the upper and the 
nether millstone, even if that proposition 
be true? Have we no rights? 

Does {tt mean nothing to us who have 
homes to go to and must go to them? Does 
it mean nothing to us that we are threat- 
ened with a return of that which we dis- 
cussed only two years ago, when this whole 
city vibrated and thrilled with the depth 
of infamy to which we had sunk? Does the 
contempiation of a return to that mean 
nothing to you? 


CALLS GROUT A RENEGADD. 


“Dees Tammany mean anything but a 
return to that? lt is commonly supposed 


that I was quite as astute as anybody in 
detecting the fine Italian hand of Thomas 
Cc. Platt in affairs. It was never alleged 
that | was backward in detecting that. ut 
until that political prostitute and dishon- 
ored renegade, Edward M. Grout, pro- 
claimed—{laughter and applause}—until 
such a man whose name is not fit to be 
spoken by decent men proclaimed it was 
there who saw it? Did he see it In the 
campaign of 1901 when he was nominated? 
[Applause.} If he did, I notice he kept it 
to himself [laughter] because he thought 
it looked like a wind. 

“Did he see it this Fall when he had this 
nomination thrust down his throat as he 
says in his utterances? Net until he thought 
there would be no doubt about his trying 
to ride horses going in opposite directions 
he didn't see it. 

* aud this.thing wants to dictate to me 
what !s Demecracy, [applause]; this man 
who has keen in and out of every move- 
mient that he could get fn and out of at 
the cyclogical movement — this man that 
betrayed Shepard in Brooklyn as he be- 
traved Low in New York—this man as- 
sumes to speak for the Démocratic Party, 
forsooth—the real Democratic Party [I am 
speaking of, and not that quasi-conspiracy 
of Temmany Hall—a party which has pro- 
duced honorable and honored men and 
which has had traditions in this com- 
munity to maintain, this creature rears his 
head and wants to tell us that we are bar- 
caining our Democracy and playing a deal 
in scme kind of a Low-Odell-Roosevelt cry.

Don't gét any foolish notion in your 
mind that democratic inetitutions bullt on

“This is no walkover. Don't let us de- 
ceive ourselves with that notion. Times are 
hard, it is difficult to get money; you can- 
not run a Fusion campaign on wind, any 
more than you can an organization cam- 
paign. There has got to be money and 
plenty of it for legitimate expenditures, 
and the people of the city have got to give 
it if they want decent things; there has 
got to be work and a lot of it, a lot of 
volunteer work, and if we are not going 
to revert to former conditions. the people 
of the city have got to do that work. 

“It is easier for Tammany to get money 
with the terror that her return inspires in 
certain quarters than it is for ug te get it 
from patriotism; a great deal easier. This 
is the situation, more serious than I can 
well express to you, and if you do not ring 
true again, if you have not got it in you to 
want for yourselves again the clean and 
decent things in this city, then you can go 
back just where you came fram, and there 
is no man on this ticket. nor any man that 
stood with you and with whom you stood 
in 1901, that you can blame in the slightest.

Charles V. Fornes yesterday sent to

1 have the honor to acknowledge your letter 
of the @th inst., informing me of my selection 
as the candidate of the Democratic organiza- 
tion of the City of New York for the office 
of President of the Board of Aldermen.

McCarren Plans Excuse for Brook- 
lyn Leader to Get in Line. 


Goes Over Head of Executive Commit- 
tee by a Call for the General Com- 
mittee to Indorse Ticket. 


By an adroit move in the Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic family quarrel, Senator Patrick H. 
McCarren yesterday paved the way for a 
graceful retreat on- the part of the Mc- 
Laughlin men from. their position of oppo- 
sition to the full city ticket, but at the 
same time made it plain that unless Mr. 
McLaughlin, with his lieutenants, James 
Shevlin, Bernard J. York, and John L. 
Shea, take the hint and do retreat grace- 
fully, it will be war to the knife on them 
and theirs. 

The Senator calied a meeting of the dis- 
trict leaders who are supporting him in his 
fight to have McClellan, Grout, and Fornes 
unqualifiedly indorsed in Kings County, 
and at this meeting, held in Mr, MeCar- 
ren’s office in the Phoenix Building, it was 
determined at once to sign a petition for 
a meeting of the Kings County General 
Committee, to be held at committee head- 
quarters Friday night. This petition, to 
be effective under the constitution and 
rules of the organization, must have thirty 
signers, More than q hundred signatures of 
members of the County Committee, which 
has an aggregate membership of 310, were 
promised before the meeting was ad- 
journed, . 

This petition will be delivered to Richard 
W. Bainbridge, the Chairman of the Coun- 
ty Committee, this morning, and should 
Mr. Bainbridge, who is a McLaughlin man, 
decline to act on the petition, it will be 
taken to the Vice Chairman, James Y. Bell. 
Iiowever, Mr. Bainbridge said last night 
that while he did not care to discuss the 
matter until the petition came before him 
he would have no alternative but to call 
the meeting if thirty County Committee 
members petitioned him to do so, 

Through this policy of striking over the 
heads of the Executive Committee McCar- 


ren will get at the actual elective body of 
the Democratic Party organization in Kings 
County. It is the intention to presént strong 
resolutions at the Friday meeting indors- 
ing McClellan, Grout, and Fornes, and Mr. 
McCarren and his followers are confident 
that these resolutions will be adopted by an 
overwhelming vote ,as the Bastern District 
and the other strong Democratic sections 
of the city, the district leaders of which 
already have declared for the full ticket, 
make up three-quarters of the membership 
of the county committee. 

With the adoption of ful] ticket resolu- 
tions at this meeting, Mr, McCarren be- 
lieves that Mr. McLaughlin and his fol- 
lowers will no longer have any excuse to 
stand oyt against the support of the can- 
didates, and that they can then point to 
the action of the County Committee and 
say the) will abide by the action of the 
party organization. 

On such a common ground it is believed 
that the elements of the Brooklyn Democ- 
rucy now warring will be able to meet, 
especially if the settlement is coupled with 
au agreement on the part of the ‘ammany 
leaders not to bear down too heavily on 
Mr. McLaughlin in the event of winnin 
the election, and thus gaining control o 
the patronage. 

Mr. McCarren’s plan of operating through 
the County Committee was only Jjeterminod 
on after John L. Shea, the McLaughiin 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, had 
apeolutaly declined to call a meeting of 
that body. Mr. Shea, in taking this stan 
was aware that Benator McCarrén ha 
been promised the support of a majority 
of the twenty-one district leaders, and that 
it would only be by voting the ten mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee and the four 
ofticers of the General Committee, who are 
ex-officio members of the Executiye Com- 
mittee, that M®Laughlin could prevent Mc-

Sherlock Davis, and Chairman Bainbridge 
of the County Committee were a few of the 
members ex-officio of the Executive Com- 
mittee that made that route to full indorse- 
ment inadvisable. 

“There has been a good deal of talk in 
Brooklyn about Tammanyizing the bor- 
ough,’ sald Senator McCarren. ‘ This has 
been indulged in by Fusionists and the 
enemies of Democracy. Also by a few 
Democrats who now are irregular and are 
opposing Democratic candidates.

ARBITRATION PLAN 
URGED BY GOMPERS 


_Asks Unions to Accept Agreement 
of Employing Builders. 


Suggests That Steps Be Taken, How- 
ever, to Force Disbandment of 
New Labor Organizations. 


President Samuel Gompers and Vice 
President Duncan of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, having failed in their efforts 
to harmonize the labor factions in the 
building trades of this city, principally be- 
cause of the continued power of Samuel J. 
Parks, last night made public a lefter to 
the unions. In it they recommend that the 
organizations still fighting the Employers’ 
Association agree to the plan of arbitration, 
and that the unions which have signed the 
agreement insist on the disbandment of 
the labor bodies recently organized as 
rivals to the old unions. The letter, in 


part, is as follows: 

“The situation in the building trades of 
New York as we find it is that the employ- 
ing builders association has in its desire to 
avoid sympathetic strikes insisted upon the 
arbitration of all disputes. To this a large 
number of the building trades unions have 
agreed. A few, and these a very important 
element, of the building trades unions have 
refused to give their assent, in consequence 
of which they have been for a considerable 
period on strike or locked out, in at least 
one instance the employers deliberately vio- 
lating and annulling an agreement with a 
union covering a period of years. The situ- 
ation shows that whether from the reaction 
against the frequent sympathetic strikes al- 
ready referred to or from an earnest pur- 
pose toward the trend of better relations 
with employers, a large preponderance of 
the building tradeg unions have entered into 
agreements with the employing builders’ as- 
sociation for the adjustment of all disputes 
by arbitration. 

“While firmly believing that the future 
will] demonstrate that all such disputes can- 
not always be adjusted by this process, we 
are confident that in the main most of 
them can. We have carefully examined the 
‘plan of arbitration’ agreed upon by these 
unions and the employing builders’ asso- 
ciation, and are persuaded that a misap- 
prehension exists in the minds of the mem- 
bers of those unions which have refused to 


agree thereto as to its terms. The plan 
provides for union establishments, the 
maintenance of wages and hours of labor, 
and eliminates purely the sympathetic 
strike. We are equally convinced that the 
plan is by no means perfect and that many 
charges are essential, particularly in the 
manner of arbitration and the period of 
time within which the investigations are 
to occur and the awards are to be ren- 
dered. These, however, ought not to be 
difficult obstacles to overcome. 

“We therefore recommend, (1) That the 
building trades unions, which have either 
been locked out or have been on strike be- 
cause of their refusal to sign the * plan of 
arbitration’ agree thereto; (2) That the 
building trades unions ‘which have signed 
the agreement insist upon the disbandment 
of such organizations which have been in- 
stituted recently as rivals to the bona fide 
and duly constituted unions of the trade; 
%) That the unions affected exercise le- 
niency and afford easy terms upon which 
those may return who were members of 
rivel organizations, and that those who 
have not been members of the bona fide 
unions so affected may be afforded an op- 
portunity of membership upon the same 
terms as other non-union applicants. (4) 
That the building trades unions, parties of 
the ‘plan of arbitration,’ meet by bona 
fide -representatives at regular times for, 
, the consideration of such matters which 
affect them generally and which tend to 
romote the general interests of the men 
n tho building trades and all labor."’ 

After fruitless conferences had been held 
between Messrs. Gompers, Duncan, and 
members of the new Board of Representa- 
tives, the following statement was made on 
behalf of the board: 

“It would have been possible to have 
brought about harmony between the oppos- 
ing labor elements if Parks could have 
been eliminated from the general arrange- 
ments. There is no possibility of eliminat- 
ing Parks, however, and the settlement 
must work itself out in another way.’’ 

Farley made a report of the proceedings 
at the conference at.a meeting of the Board 
of Representatives in Brevoort Hall yes- 
terday morning. The following announce- 
ment was unanimously agreed on: 

The Board of Representatives denies the truth 
of Statements made by persons not members of 
our board that there is a movement on foot to 
overthrow the Building Trades arbitration plan. 

Furthermore, we deny that there are any or- 
ganizations in the board which intend to with- 
draw and join the old board. 

This board does not believe the arbitration plan 
fn its present form meets with the entire ap- 
proval of the unions which wave signed it, but 
we realize that it is a s‘epping stone toward the 
formulation of a mutually satisfactory and per- 
manent plan of arbitration. 

Charles R. Eidlitz, President of the Em- 
ployers’ Association, said. last evening in 
reference to the present situation: 

“We have received no proposition for 

ce based on the elimination of Parks. 
ven if Parks were eliminated, it would 
not alter the situation. We will go right on 
with our programme, and could not enter- 
tain any proposition to recognize any of the 
unions in the Board of Building Trades or 
any except the unions coming under the 
arbitration agreement.”’ 


PARKS HAD MEN WAVERING. 


Walking Delegate Visited Financial Dis- 
trict and Endeavored to Stop 
Work on a Building. 


Samuel J. Parks, the walking delegate, 
convicted of extortion, took a walk down to 
William Street and Exchange Place yester- 
day afternoon and started to make speeches 
to a small force of independent house- 
smiths that the Thompson-Starrett Com- 
pany has at work there on the addition to 
the Atlantic Mutual Building. 

Parks approached several of the men, and 
had them wavering as to whether they 
should eontinue on their jobs, in spite of 
the fact that they are members of the new 
housesmiths’ union. A Roundsman of the 
Old Slip Station and a half dozen police- 
men were on the spot and watched Parks’s 
manoeuvres with an interest that appeared 
to be born of rather definite orders. 

Before Parks had accomplished his purpose

LAMAR BEGINS DEFENSE 
Broker Admits Hiring “Monk” 
Eastman, but to Protect His Wife. 


Men Were Discharged Before Assault | 


on Coachman, and Were in Coney 
island at That Time. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Oct. 13.—The court- 
room was crowded this morning when the 
trial was resumed before Judge Heisley 
and a jury of David Lamar, Bernard Smith, 
**Monk"’ Eastman, and Joseph Brown, in- 
dicted for assault on James McMahon, La- 
nar’s former coachman. The jury had been 
carefully guarded in the Court House 
throughout the night. Among those in the 
courtroom this morning were severul young 
men, said to be members of the Eastman 
gang. As a precautioriary measure, in view 
of the presence of these visitors, deputies 
have been put on guard at the fail. 

The first witness was Joseph Reilly, an 
attorney, who was asked by Prosecutor 
Foster if he had obtained bail for Eastman. 
Edmund Wilson, counsel for Lamar, inter- 
rupted and said the defense was willing to 
admit that Mr. Lamar had procured bail for 
Eastman and Brown. 

William Magann, who drives a hack at 


Long Branch, said that on the morning of 
July 9, the day of the assault and soon 
after it occurred, he drove two men, one a 
negro, who he understood was Herbert 
Thompson, from Long Branch to Ocean- 
port. At their request he drove them 
through a back road on leaving town. The 
Prosecutor said he expected to show that 
Thompson at Oceanport called up Lamar 
on the telephone and informed him that 
‘the trick had been turned.” 

Detective Sergeant John T. Kelly of New 


York testified that at 10:30 o'clock on the 
morning of July 3 he saw Lamar and 
Hubert Thompson near Pier 8, North River. 
He had known Thompson many years. At 
12:45 he saw Lamar, Thompson, and Past- 
man drinking in a saloon. Lamar, accord- 
ing to the witness,, approached him and 
said: ‘I just happened to see these fel- 
lows down here. would not like it to get 
into the newspapers.”’ 

Gustave Schlem, a bartender in a hotel 
in Broadway, Long Branch, testified that 
on the morning of July 9, the day of the 


assault, Bernard Smith, Patrick Dunphy, 
ow coachman for Lamar, and two other 
men entered the barroom of the hotel and 
remained there drinking for a half: hour. 
Then they left, and very soon afterward he 
heard McMahon shouting for help. He 
ran out of the hotel and saw two men in a 
carriage and a third man running along- 
side, trying to jump into it. He could not 
identify any of the defendants as the men 
he had seen, as they were too far away at 
the time. 

W. E. Hooper, a colored man, testified 
that while he did not see the assault on 
McMahon, he did see Eastman and two 
other men get 4nto a carriage and drive 
ae h Lamar's present h 

Junphy, Lama esent coachman, 
that on July 6 Mr. Lamar had sent Thea 
te tell McMahon that some of his (Lamar's) 
friends were so angry over the assault on 
him (Lamar) that he feared McMahon was 
in peril, and he would not be responsible 
for anything that happened. He had deliv- 
ered the message. 

While Prosecutor Foster was questioning 
Dunphy, Mrs. Lamar made a motion as if 
cautioning him, and the court said sharply 
that the witness must reply to questions 
without outside assistance. 

Henry 8. Terhune of Matawan opened for 
the defense. He said the defense would 
show that Eastman and Brown ,were at 
Long Branch, because Mrs. Lamar had 
been annoyed by persons there, and the two 
men had been employed to guard the Lamar 
house on the Rumson Road. The defense 
would prove that Eastman and Brown had 
registered at the American Hotel, Coney 
Island, and were there on the day of the 
assault. On July 6 Mr. Lamar discharged 
Eastman and the others engaged to guard 
the house. It would be shown that Herbert 
Thompson afterward tried to induce East- 
nian to assault McMahon. 

Charles T. Proctor, a New York livery- 
man, was the first witness called by the 
defense. He said that, while Eastman and 
Brown were under arrest in New York, Mc- 
Mahon visited his stable and sald he would 
make Lamar and the others pay dearly for 
the attack upon him. McMahon intimated 
according to the witness, that he intended 
to sue Lamar for $100,000. 

The Prosecutor asked Proctor if Lamar 
was a customer of his and he answered in 
the affirmative. An adjournment was taken 
until 9:30 to-morrow morning.

LAKE SUPERIOR SALE OFF 


Result Reached After a Four 
Hours’ Conference. 


Claims of the Speyers to be Met, Leav- 
ing Way Open for Reorganization 
of the Properties. 


The sale of the properties of the Con- ' 


solidated Lake Superior Company to satisfy 
the Speyer loan has been obviated. This 
announcement was made last night at the 
Waldorf by a member of the committee 
representing Philadelphia stockholders in 
the corporation, as a result of a four 
hours’ conference between attorneys of the 
two sides in the afternoon. It followed the 
isevance of an official statement that the 
sale, which was to have taken -place to- 
morrow, had been postponed until next 
Tuesday. 

The conference yesterday afternoon was 

the second held since the Philadelphia com- 
mittee, composed of Messrs, Rothermal, 
Junkin, and Clements, arrived in New York 
on their present mission late on Monday. 
By its result. the way is paved for the 
actual reorganization of the Lake Superior 
properties. 
_ The terms on which this result was 
reached involved, as a preliminary arrange- 
ment, the nominal postponement of the sale 
of the properties, as it was stated in the 
official circular, so that “ negotiations may 
be perfected."’ This means that between 
now and next Tuesday, papers will be 
drawn on the basis of the agreement al- 
ready reached, meeting the claims of the 
Speyers as syndicate managers and indi- 
vidual members of the combination con- 
tributing to the $5,000,000 loan over which 
all the trouble had arisen. 

Further detailed information, the parties 
concerned were not at liberty to give last 


night, but the understanding among those 
who have followed the case is that the basis 
of settlement will involve meeting that part 
of the loan contributed personally by the 
banking house and amountin to about 
$1,000,000. In this case the Speyers will 
retire from the syndicate and a further ad- 
justment will be made between the mem- 
bers remaining and the company so as to 
allow an extension on the balance of the 
loan sufficient to enable it to be met. 

The impression that the Speyers will re- 
tire upon the satisfaction of their claim is 
further strengthened by the statement of 
a member of the firm at frequent intervals 
during the week past, and as late as yes- 
terd bY afternoon, that the banking house 
woul readily consent to withdraw on these 
terms, but stood fast on the position that 
no further extension of time on the sale 
could be allowed otherwise. 

The proposed reorganization plan is one 
that originated in a committee of Philadel- 
phia stockholders acting in harmony with 
the committee now in this city for the han- 
dling of the loan proposition.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The report that 
Mer. Falcono, the Papal Delegate to the 
United States, is to be recalled is not 
credited here. At the legation it was stated 
that there was no foundation, in fact, for 
the expectation that Falcono is to be sent 
elsewhere, and that an American is to be 
named as his successor. 

Few, if any, changes in the representa- 
tives of the Pope abroad are expected by 
those who are in a position to have knowl- 


edge. It is said here that if a change 
should be made a German or another Ital- 
ian delegate would as likely as otherwise 
be sent to Washington. 

It is learned that a petition has been sent 
to Rome asking that Washington be made 
an independent archdiocese, and a Bishop 
appointed to the new See. It is claimed 
that, in view of the importance of Wash- 


ington, it should be an independent See. 
Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul has been 
names as the most eligible prelate for the 
place.

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MEDICAL SOCIETIES 
MAKE PEACE AT LAST 


Reconciliation Effected After Many 
Years of Estrangement. 


Medical Society of State of New York 
and New York Medical Association 
Decide to Amalgamate. 


With loud hurrahs and long-continued 
hand clapping the members of the Medical 
Society of the State of New York last night 
voted to end the conflict which has raged 
between their society and the New York 
Medical Assdciation for nearly a quarter 
ofacentury. Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa of- 
fered the resolution which meant an ami- 
cable settlement of the differences between 
the two organizations. 

This resolution empowered the committee 
appointed some time ago to confer with a 
committee from the association to consider 
the proposition of unification to take final 
action in the matter. Heretofore that com- 
mittee had been hampered by severel re- 
Straining conditions of the act which creat- 
ed it and no progress had been made. The 
association, at a meeting held on Oct. 1, had 
expressed itself in favor of the amalgama- 
tion and promised its support of the move- 
ment. Within a few weeks at the most the 
two organizations which have divided the 
physicians and surgeons of New York State 
will be one. 

It was nearly twenty-five years ago that 
the Medical Society of the State of New 
York repealed its code of ethics, which was 
the code of ethics of the American Medical 
Association, the National body. That code 
was considered by many members of the 
society as too subversive of individual lib- 
erty. One provision that was particularly 
objectionable was that which prohibited a 
member from practicing or consulting with 
what were known as “ irregular practition- 
ers,” such as homeopaths and osteopaths. 

The action was taken as a result of a 
very heated campaign, which went on in 
all parts of the State, and which finally 
brevght out the largest meeting of the so- 
ciety ever held. It was held at Albany, 
and more than 800 physicians were in at- 
tencance. The minority who opposed the 
action seceded and formed the New York 
Medical Association. 

The American Medical Association could 
not recognize both organizations in one 
State, and it decided to permit the New 
York Medical Association to affiliate with 
the National body. Many attempts were 
made from time to time to reconcile the 
two State organizations, but without suc- 
cess. Recently the American Medical As- 
sociation abolished its code of ethics, but 
there still remained the obstacle of being 
unable to recognize two State organiza- 
tions, and negotiations looking to amalga- 
mation were reopened.

POSTAL SLEUTH VINDICATED. 


Bonaparte and Conrad Ask Restoration |! 


of Gilmer, Who Was Punished for 
Investigating Too Closely. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—One of the most 
interesting features of the special report, 
which, at the President’s request, Messrs. 
Bonaparte and Holmes Conrad made on the 
violations of the civil service law and the 
irregular auditing of accounts in the Post 
Office Department, is that which deals 
with the treatment of Thomas W. Gilmer, 
the clerk in the office of the Controller, 
who, it is alleged, was degraded in position 
because he unearthed the crookedness 
which in part led to all the disclosures that 
have been made during the past Summer. 

Gilmer was ordered in 1899 to audit claims 
and accounts in the Postal Service mainly 
connected with the Cuban Postal Service. 
He set about the work in a systematic 
manner, and was apparently getting at the 
irregularities that have since become no- 
torious when a letter was written by Con- 
troller Tracewel]l directing him not to go 
into matters in the New York and Wash- 
ington offices. These were the offices 
which had charge of the mails in Porto 
-Rico and Cuba, and where frauds after- 
ward were discovered. 

Mr. Gilmer has the letter still in his pos- 
session, and it is expected to play an im- 

ortant part yet in further events in the 

‘ost Office investigation. It is understood 
that Messrs. Bonaparte and Conrad call at- 
tention in their report to the fact that Gil- 
mer was complained of because he did not 
take off his hat on entering one of the of- 
ficial’s offices; that his manners were not 
as polished as some would have liked, and 
also that he was reduced from the $1,800 
to the $1,600 grade for obeying the original 
erders and undertaking in good faith to 
investigate the frauds which have since 
eome to light.

Miller claims absolute ignorance of any 
transaction that may have occurred be- 
tween Ryan and Johns. 

Johns claims that he made an ordinary 
contract ‘with Ryan as attorney to assist in 
securing a decision from the Postal Depart- 
tnent upon presentation of the case. 

Both defendants emphatically deny any 
understanding between themselves or with 
Ryan or any conspiracy.

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INTERNATIONAL TENNIS 


American Challenge to English 
Universities Decided On. 


Draft of Request for Matches Being Pre- 
pared by Intercollegiate Asso- 
ciation Here. 


Another series of international tennis 
competitions appears likely to be played, as 
the Intercollegiate Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion has decided to send a challenge to Ox- 
ford and Cambridge for a series of team 
matches. This action was decided upon at 
the annual meeting of the Intercollegiate 
Association, and the draft of the challenge 
is now being prepared with the view of 
putting it before the English universities 
for their acceptance or rejection. There ts 
little likelihood of the latter, however, for 
it would seem from the information that 
was given at the mecting that the tennis 
players of the English universiti¢s were 
ready and even anxious to meet the Ameri- 
can collegians, and that if suitable arrange- 
ments could be made for the playing of the 
matches the challenge would certainly be 
taken up. 

On the part of the Americans it is believed 
that such a series of matches would greatly 
stimulate the sport among the colleges and 
universities. To the members of the inter- 
collegiate association the fact is evident 
that they are now well prepared to enter 
into such a meeting with excellent chances 
of success, and the players who were named 
as immediately available for play include 
such high ranking men as William J. 
Clothier, Harvard; H. H. Whitman, Har- 
vard; Edwin P. Larned, Princeton; Irving 
C. Wright, Princeton; Louls E. Mahan, Co- 
lumbia, and Robert Le Roy, Columbia. All 
of these men will remain in college for at 
least two years more, and would thus be 
able to play in two annual meetings should 
the series be held. 

In this country the intercollegiate interest 
in tennis has been rapidly increasing, and 
the championship meeting that will be de- 
cided in this city next Saturday had a 
greater number of entries this year and 
more representative players than ever be- 
tore. It was because of this interest and 
growth that the subject was taken up and 
the Oxford and Cambridge players asked 
to meet the pick of the American college 
tennis experts. That the colleges have fos- 
tered the sport in no uncertain way is 
amply attested by the Harvard University 
championship meeting, which was begun 


this week. In this tournament the singles 
had an entry list of 123 contestants, which 
far exceeds any previous year. 

All of the officers of the Intercollegiate 
Lawn Tennis Association are heartily in 
favor of the challenge, and these officers 
are B. 8S. Prentice, Harvard University, 
President; K. Behr, Yale University, Vice 
President; Robert Le Roy, Columbia Uni- 
versity, Secretary and Treasurer, and 
Irving C. Wright, Princeton University, 
delegate to the meeting of the United States 
National Lawn Tennis Assoclation. 

While the plans of the college organization 
are not fully developed, it is thought that 
the Oxford and Cambridge tennis team will 
come over to this country next season, and 
the first of the series, or perhaps the entire 
series, of matches in singles and doubles be 

layed on the turf courts of the Merion 
‘ricket Club at Haverford, near Philadel- 
yhia. It is thought that the English col- 
egians will probably want the Americans 
© appear on their own courts for a portion 
of the contests, and in this event the Ameri- 
cans may go abroad late in the season or 
the next year.

OF THE LOWLANDS’ 


An Uneven, but True and Moving 
Peasant Draraa from the 
Spanish.

A Competent Cast and Excellent Stage 
Management at the Manhattan. 


It has not always been easy for those 
who locked to the independent theatrical 
movement for better things, to applaud the 
plays produced at the Manhattan. Meander 
and Mrs. Hatch afforded slender foothold 
for the rooter. Captain Molly and the Kose 
of Plymouth Town evoked the deep damna- 
tion of fainting praise. As for Ibsen, to 
recommend him to the American prfblic at 
large as a means of producing the Aristo- 
telian Katharsis is like proffering a four- 
ounce bottle of rhubarb, senna, and the 
rest. But “ Marta of the Lowlands,” the 
Spanish peasant drama which opened lest 
night, is a different matter. It is worthy of 
the attention of all who love the ~eal thing. 
And by the same token it will need their 
unequivocal support. 

To the Broadway public it will probably 
prove very much less than Hecuba was to 
the First Player in ‘‘ Hamlet” or the First 
Player to Hecuba. The life it represents 
is that of a remote province in Spain. 
Its. dramatic movement is in the main 
slow. It is incumbered with dialogue that 
is at once prolix, according to the accepted 
standards of our theatre, and childlike to 
the point of naiveté. It has moments of 
obvious lyricism that suggest opera, and 
moments of as obvious declamation that 
Suggest melodrama. Yet in the essentials 
is strikes one as truly moving and sym- 
pathetic. It is a work of the realist sort 
of quality, both dramatic and literary, and 
it is done with intelligence and ability that 


are adequate throughout. Good people all 
of every sort will give ear unto its song. 

Marta is a beautiful beggar maiden, who 
has caught the fancy of a Catalonian land- 
lord, and has in her ignorance been made 
his mistress. About to marry an heiress in 
order to raise a mortgage on his lands, the 
landlord finds it convenient to give her as 
wife to aé_ simple oatherd from _ the 
mountains above. Both are tricked in the 
transaction, and each in turn is revolted at 
what he thinks the other has done. Yet, as 
their groping minds awaken to the true 
situation, a strong and honest affection 
grows up between them, and they end by 
turning against their common betrayer. At 
the end the goatherd strangles the land- 
lord, and the two go triumphantly into the 
world together. 

The theme is as simple as the theme of a 
novel by Valdes; the peasant types are as 
Vitally alive and, except for some slight 
theatric exaggeration, as truly portrayed. 
Marta is the rudimentary woman, who can 
at need teil the secret of her heart to a 
sympathetic old man; but in the face of 
the husband who has awakened her sincer- 
est emotions she is dumb. 

In despair at the wrong she has been the 
means of doing him, she brands herself 
with the sin of which she is humanly inno- 
cent, even while he is raging with jealousy 
and holds the kife above her, in the pas- 
sionate hope that at least she may die at 
his hands. It is only when he has driven 
the blade into her flesh and the blood is 
flowing that her passionate love finds 
tongue. It is a Latin character of an ex- 
treme type, and its appeal is not obvious to 
the generality of theatregoers; but it is 
portrayed with unflinching truth and ele- 
mental force. 

In Manelich. the goatherd from the 
mountains above, there a lyric element that 
perliaps transcends the simplest veracity. 
it is as if Guimera had set out to make 
him the embodiment of the niive grandeur 
of the snoweapped peaks. 

His accounts of his arcadian life up there 
and his heightened speech in general, may 
be merely an expression of native tempera- 
rent, but they seem to verge at times upon 
the merely rhetorical. Yet in the essence 
he is as moving a portrait as Marta. His 
ignorance of the ways of men, his ele- 
mental mind that is most muddled, and 
mutton-headed when he is most joyful; 
his strong natural instincts, his command- 
ing physical powers, and his simple her- 
culean courage shine forth in scenes of the 
most moving drama. 

Especially admirable is the dramaturgic 
ecnduct of the scenes that bring these two 
characters into illuminating conflict. At 
times it has the simplicity and inevitability 
of Ibsen; and on the whole it is as if the 
Norwegian had combined his earlier matter 
with his later manner, relating something 
like the adventures of Peer Gynt with 
soroething like the stagecraft of ‘“‘ The 
Lady from the Sea.” No doubt the 
fluence which Echegaray confesses 
swayed Guimera also. 

The crowd of unheroic, if true-hearted, 
village men and of gossipping village wo- 
men excellently interpret the local color 
with which the action abounds, and give 
striking perspective and value to the more 
heroic molds of the two chief figures. 
And how admirably Mrs, Fiske’s stage 
management has asserted itself is the ver- 
isimilitude of the stage movement and pict- 
ures! The peasant dance after Marta’s 
weidirg in the first act was full of awk- 
ward grace and instinctive fire, and called 
forth a burst of spontaneous applause. 

The acting of Corona Riccardo lacked, no 
doubt, much of the virtuosity of the great 
Spanish actress, Maria Guerrero, who has 
made the play familiar not only to the 
capitals of Spain, but to Mexico and South 
America. Miss Riccardo’s chief experience 
has been as Iris in ‘“ Ben-Hur" and in 
Blanche Bates’s part of the Russian ad- 
venturess in ‘‘The Great Ruby.’ Her 
technique lacks refinement in detail. Yet 
it had native color and carried the play 
with no little force 

As the goatherd Hobart Bosworth has the 
virtues and defects of his performance as 
Lovborg in ‘‘ Hedda Gabler.’’ He also is 
rough at times, yet he has all the requisite 
physical grandeur and not a little of the ele- 
mental passion. As the old man, confidant 
of Marta, Alexander Vinaut gave a ripe 
and quiet portrait of a true and sympa- 
thetic peasant. Ethel Browning had mo- 
ments of excellence in the curiously sym- 
pathetic, if somewhat overelaborated, part 
of a simple village child. 

Angei Guimera “is known in Spain as the 
poet of Catalonia, having given himself 
over to the dialect of the province in 
choosing subjects from the life of the peo- 
ple. His sponsor in Castilian Spain is no 
jes; a person “than José Echegaray, who 
has translated his works for the theatres 
of Madrid. The present play was written 
for Guerrero. It has the political purpose 
of drawing attention to the tyranny and 
vices of Catalonian landlords. Some of 
Guimerdé’s dramas have been done in Ital- 
fan. The present occasion is of impor- 
tance as the first performance of any of 
them in English. 


NEW LYRIC THEATRE.. 


The new Lyric Theatre, on Forty-second 
Street, just west of Seventh Avenue, the 
orening of which took place Monday even- 
ing, was transferred yesterday by Eugene 
Ciifford Potter of the real estate firm of 
Potter & Brother to Reginald De Koven. 


The conveyance has no real significance, 
because when the erection of the new thea- 
tre was begun about a year ago it was 
announced that the enterprise was to be 
Mr. De Koven’s, although title to the prop- 
erty might remain vested in Mr. Potter, 
who was the owner of the site. The trans- 
fer was made for ‘$100 and other consid- 
erations "’ over a mortgage of $350,000. Mr. 
De Koven also gave to Mr. Potter an addij- 
ticnal mortgage for $225,000, due in five 
years and bearing 5 per cent. interest. 

The theatre has a frontage of 20 feet on 
Forty-second Street this lot connecting at 
the rear with a plot 119 by 100 on Forty- 
third Street, upon which the auditorium 
fiself stands.

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“BABES IN TOYLAND . 


New Extravaganza at Majestic 
Theatre a Great Success. 


Victor Herbert’s Music Is Highly Satis- 
fying, and Julian Mitchell’s Stage 
Pictures Are Most Satisfying. 


It is a common saying that “ lightning 
never strikes in the same place twice.” 
That seems to be one of the differences be- 
tween lightning and theatrical success, if 
one may judge from the result at the Ma- 
jestic Theatre last night, where the new ex- 
travaganza,. ‘“‘ Babes in Toyland,”’ had its 
first production before an audience that for 
two hours and a half took everything that 
came its way and then greedily cried for 
more. 

“Babes in Toyland’’ is as full of good 
things as Jack Horner’s Christmas pie was 
popularly supposed to have been, and the 
persons engaged in exploiting it are quite 
as deft in extracting the plums as was that 
youthful hero, even though they may not 
accomplish it by the same rule of thumb. 

The music of “‘ Babes in Toyland” is by 
Victor Herbert, and it may be said at once 
tha= nothing more satisfying of its kind 
has been heard here in many a long day. 


Mr. Herbert seems to have caught the true 
spirit of this dainty pantomimic play, and 
in the lyrics and the incidental melodies 
he has been remarkably successful, 

There are half a dozen songs which linger 
insistently in the memory and are sure to 
become popular successes, while in such 
scenes as that in the second act, where 
the Babes make their way into a gloomy 
cave, infested by huge spiders and all man- 
ner of curious creeping and flying things, 
there is just the right quality of sombre 
mystery and suggestiveness. 

The book is by Glen MacDonough, and, 
while the dialogue is by no means brilliant 
at all times, there is a good laugh 1n it for 
persons whose digestions are in a rcasoli- 
able state of health. 

The great success of ‘“‘ The Wizard of Oz” 
at the Majestic has caused a good many 
persons to wonder how the management 
with an attraction that by 
contrast would not seem “stale, flat, and 
unprofitable.’’ Well, ‘The Babes in Toy- 
land ’’ is not stale, it is not flat, and it cer- 
tainly will prove highly profitable. 

Prognostication as to futures in dra- 
matic success are often about as trust- 
worthy as those which concern the weather. 
But eliminating the sort of catastrophes 
that go to make up the saving clauses in 
insurance policies, the snows of midwinter 
and the zephyrs of balmy Springtime are 
each in their turn likely to find the two 
Babes still wandering hand in hand 
through the ofttimes beautiful, sometimes 
awful, scenes of their mimic woes and 
joys. 

There is a freshness about this new 
extravaganza and a wholesome jollity, too, 
that is most satisfying. It has its mo- 
ments of horse play, to be sure, and the 
queer humor of the vaudevilles is apparent 
at times, but, taken as a whole, it is a 
remarkably clean and wholesome enter- 
tainment. It is the kind of show that 
every child will want to take his parents 
to see, and no child need hesitate to do so 
for an instant. 

Of course it's quite reasonable to sup- 
pose, on the other hand, that some fathers 
and mothers will see in it just the sort of 
thing to hold over the heads of the little 
ones, with a “If you're good you go, and 
if you're naughty you don't,” but then 
* Babes tn Toyland” is worth being good 
for. 

Maybe the story in this sort of an affair 
doesn’t matter very much, but some per- 
sons will want to know that there is a 
wicked old man, one Uncle Barnaby, who 
wants to get the fortune of his nephew and 
niece, Alan and Jane, played respectively 
by William Norris and Mabel Barrison, 
both of whom were thoroughly and con- 
sistently charming threughout. The wicked 
old man hires a pair of ruffians to make 
away with the children. First this pair 
take them on shipboard; then they scuttle 
the ship. Result—a stage picture of storm 
and dnipuresk at sea. 

Of course, the children escape, and they 
are next shown in Contrary Mary's garden, 
where all of the people beloved in the 
nursery, from Tom, Tom, the Piper's Son, 
to Little Bo Peep and the rest of them, are 
introduced, In this scene it develops that 
Alan is in love with Mary, his rival being 
the old miserly uncle who is trving to have 
him and his sister put out of the way. 
That is enough to indicate the general trend 
of the story, which is carried successfully 
through three acts of pictures and music 

One of the quaintest and daintiest songs 
imaginable is that in which a dozen or so 
of school girls seated on a wall join in the 
chorus of “I Can’t Do the Sum,” sung be- 
witchingly by Mabel Barrison. They tap 
their slates with pencils, keeping time to 
the music, and nod their pretty little heads 
with a suggestiveness of the hard, hard 
tasks of school days that is simply capti- 
vating. The chorus: 

Put down six and carry two, 
Gee, but this is hard to do. 
You might think, and think, and think, 
Till ycur brains are numb 
I don’t care what teacher says, 
I can’t do this sum! 
had to be repeated over and over again. 

The song **‘ Rock-a-bye Baby,”’ splendidly 
given by William Norris with an accom- 
paniment of business full of originality, in- 
troduces an orchestration that is delightful. 
Another hit was the ‘“* Legend of the Cas- 
tle," sung by Francis Marie, and “ Toy- 
land,’’ sung by Bessie Wynn, has a dreamy 
refrair, exquisitely pleasing. 

A march of toy soldiers, and many new 
effects in costumes, lighting, and scenic 
transformation serve to make “ Babes in 
Toyland’ an achievement in the line of 
light and pleasing entertainment, 

Among the actors, other than those al- 
rendy mentioned, were Gus Pixley, who 
made a very comical detective; Amy Ricard, 
wnose one song, *“‘ Mary, Mary,” revealed 
vocal accomplishment never suspected by 
those who saw her last season as the 
Girl from Butte in ‘The Stubbornness 
of Geraldine,’ and Dore Davidson, who 
played an old toymaker, seeking arduous! 
to encow his creations with life and soul. 
The whirlwind dancing speciality which 
Guyer and Daly have been coing in the 
vaudevilles was introduced into one scene 
and arcused much enthusiasm. 

No end of credit should go to Jullan 
Mitchell. who staged the piece. In this 
latest effort he excels himself, and that, in 
the light of past achievement, is saying a 
good deal. 


EMPIRE THEATRE REOPENS. 


Despite the counter attractions of two 


important openings at other houfes, the 
Empire Theatre was filled to the doors 
with « fashionable audience last evening 
when the curtain rose for the first act of 
“Captain Dieppe,’ the play chosen to 
reopen the remodeled theatre. 

It would scarcely be an exaggeration to 
refer to Charles Frohman's principal thea- 
tre in New York as a “new” house. The 
limitations of the original site alone have 
prevented the building of a house of which 
the walls would have been new as now are 
all other portions of the theatre. 

Fully half an hour before the rise of the 
curtain several hundreds of ticket holders, 
including many well-known “ first-night- 
ers,"’ had gathered to admire the work of 
the architects. A description of the results 
attained by Messrs. Carrere & Hastings 
was given in THE NEw Yorx« TIMEs on 
Sunday, and it is but fair to add that the 
general effect of the work done was great- 
ly enhanced by the turning on of the lights, 
when it was possible fully to appreciate 
the color scheme with its perfect blending 
of the many shades of gold and red em- 
ployed. The gold has been used not merely 
as a decorative detail, but as a distinct 
color in several tones. 

The lights used to illuminate the interior 
and to give full effect to the coloring are 
also themselves part of the decorative 
composition, and“have been so arranged 
that while the clusters are in no way ob- 
trusive, they serve, apart from their own 
value as embellishments, to show to the 
best advantage the work of the artist on 
ceiling and panels. 

The elimination of all columns in the rear 
of the house and the introduction of broad 
promenades at the rear on each floor are 
features which add to the practical con- 
veniences of the house. Another advantage 
which will be appreciated is the installation 
of seats modeled after a pattern designed 
by Mr. Frohman. These are roomy and 
have exactly the right slope, with pneu- 
matic air cushions. 

In the avsence of the manager, who is 
at present up State directing the rehearsals 
of Mies Maude Adams in her new play, 
‘The Little Sister of José,’ the audience 
insisted on a speech from Mr. Drew, who 
responds at the end of ‘the second act. 

“It was the intention,” he said, ‘to 
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have opened the new Empire early in Sep- 
tember, but owing to certain slight dif- 
ferences of opinion between Knights of 
Labor and Captains of Industry a po §t- 
penement was made imperative.

“To me it is a great privilege to be per- 
mitted to offer the first attraction tn the 
new Empire. For ten years I have had the 
pleasure of appearing at the old theatre. 
They have been ten very happy years, I 
can assure you, and I can only hope that I 
may so continue to deserve your kindness 
that you may permit me to appear for ten 
years in this beautiful new house. 

‘I am only sorry that Mr. Frohman is 
not with us to-night, but he is busy in an-

“DAS THEATERDORF” AT 
THE IRVING PLACE. 


‘‘Das Theaterdorf,”’ the most recent of 
the farcical comedies of the 
laborators, Blumenthal and Kadelburg, has 
had a very considerable vogue in its native 
country, and there was every evidence at 
the Irving Place Theatre last evening, 
where it was produced for the first time, 
that it hed struck an equally responsive 
chord within the German theatregoers of 
New York The two playwrights have 
made an entertaining comedy of the up- 
roariously farcical sort in which their skill 
at devising laughable situations and in 
keeping up an uninterrupted flow of animal 
spirits through amusing dialogue is contin- 
ually in evidence, It is not to be denied 
that there are old friends among some of 
the personages and that the evolution of 
most of the scenes is of rather an obvious 
nature, but it is all done with a certainty 
if not a refinement of touch that leads 
straight toward laughter. This was their 
purpose, and in this they have been signally 
successful. 

In ‘‘Im Welssen Rissl"’ they took us to 
the Tyrol, with such that they 
found a second pilgrimage thither to their 
advantage, and in ‘‘ Das Theaterdorf” they 
take us to a nearby country, the banks of 
the Nussensee, a lake in the Bavarian 
hinterland, with its dull-witted peasants 
and broad dialect. From both the dull wits 
and the broad dialect they have extracted 
much of their farcical material, and both 
are of a sort that are apt to verge on vo- 
ciferation as they are developed to the pur- 
poses of the play. The playbill translates 
“Das Theaterdorf,”’ ‘‘A Stagestruck Vil- 
lage,’’ which serves the purpose very well. 

The Nussensee is a haven of rest and soli- 
tude to Dr. Zentler, till his friends the 
Riebecks, husband, wife and daughter, ar- 
rive, Riebeck longing to share the rest and 
solitude with him and obtain surcease 
of the sorrow that his wife’s madness for 
the theatre has brought him. But there 
comes in their immediate train Gerhard 
Guenther, actor, who feeds the flame of 
the wife's madness, to the disgust of the 
long-suffering husband; and further fuel 
for the flame is soon disclosed in that the 
village pastor, Matthias Attwanger, has 
written a play which he wishes the 
villagers to produce, but does not know 
how to bring it about. Joy of the theatre- 
loving wife and her professional friend; 
they will ‘‘ discover” the “ Nussenseer,’ 
bring them out in the pastor’s play, and 
add one more to the companies of rugged 
rustic playfolk, close to nature, 

Trouble is promptly at hand and comes 
in various forms. The villagers enter 
eagerly into the scheme, when it is ex- 
plained how, profitable it will be. Nus- 
sensee and s quiet inn are transformed 
into a pandemonium of would-be actors 
studying impossible parts. It soon appears 
that some of them cannot read their parts 
at all, and that others find they forget one 
page as soon as they turn to the next, Not 
unlike more experienced actors, they feel 
keen dissatisfaction with the casting of 
the parts. Certain of the scenes cause 
great and immediate family dissension and 
jealousy, and the village is soon embroiled. 
There is a young soldier just home from 
his military service, finding his sweetheart 
treacherously won away from him by a 
rich and elderly peasant, who has inter- 
cepted his letters to her, and the straight- 
ening out of this misunderstanding goes 
hand in hand with the struggles of the 
populace to become initiated into dramatic 
urt. The pastor is the one who accom- 
plishes this, at the same time becoming 
convineed of the impossibility of making 
his people into actors. 

This is the one sympathetic and deli- 
cately drawn character in the midst of this 
throng of buisterous peasants, and the part 
is admirably played by Mr. Gustav von 
Seyffertitz with distinction and fine taste, 
and a full appreciation of its humorous im- 
plicaticns. The crabbed Kreuzhuber, who 
steals away the young soldier's bride, is 
likewise canitally enacted by Mr. Julius 
Ixobier, who made his début on -this oc- 
casion, and gave a thoroughly character- 
istic and well-wrought study of the shal- 
low craft and suspiciousness of the peas- 
ant. The cast of ‘‘ Das Theaterdorf” is 
a very large one, and calls for apparently 
the whole strength of Mr. Conried's com- 
pany. 

Several other members of it made their 
first appearance last evening, but few had 
much opportunity to show anything more 
than some of the more obvious qualities 
of farcical acting. Marle Von Wegern 
and Grethe Mudra gave neat impersona- 
tions respectively of the theatrically in- 
clined Sidonie Riebeck and her daughter 
Cilli; but Senta Schefsky and Muriel Hope 
ecarcely emerged from the group of peas- 
ants of which they form a part. Matthias 
Claudius gave a fluent and voluble imper- 
sonation of the actor Guenther in his trials 
as dramatic instructor of the Nussenseer, 
and, Max Haenseler and Otto Ottbert were 
satisfactory, though not far beyond con; 
ventionality, in their representations of 
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the harried husband and the qulet-seeking 
doctor. 

There was a large audience present, who 
gave prompt and full tribute of continued 
laughter to the play and its performance. 
seemed to be no doubt that ‘* Das 
Theaterdorf ” would repeat the success 
that Blumenthal and Kadelburg have put 
to their credit,

CRUCIBLE STEEL STOCK DOWNS 


Break of 12 Points in the Pittsburg Mar- 
ket, but Receivership Rumor Was 
Promptly Denied. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURG, Oct. 13.—The 
stock market came nearer experiencing a 
panic to-day than at any time since the 
present period of liquidation set in. 

A rumor from New York that the Crucible 
Steel Company’ of America was going into 
the hands of a receiver was responsible for 
a slump in the stock from the opening at 


47 to 35, the lowest price on record, and an 
extreme decline of 11% points from the 
close last night. 

This decline was unwarranted, both from 
the point of sales of the stock, which all 
morning amounted only to about 1,300 
shares, and also considering the source of 
the rumor. 

After the price had touched 85, the Sec- 
retary of the Exchange formally an- 
nounced that President Frank B. Smith of 
the Crucible Steel.Company vigorously de- 
nied the report, while the President of one 
of the largest banking institutions in the 
city etated that he had seen the advance 
proofs of the statement, and earnings for 
the fiscal year ended Aug. 31 were aimost 
as large as last year, when the net re- 
turns were $3,503,000,

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THE TRADE OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

A correspondent in Manila called at- 
tention, in a letter which we printed on 
Monday, to a very serious and a very 
pressing danger to the development and 
prosperity of the Philippines. Unless 
Congress shall meanwhile order other- 
wise, trace, not only between the islands 
and the United States, but between the 
islands themselves, will on the Ist of 
next July, it appears, become legally 
American coastwise trade. That is to 
say, none of it can lawfully be carried 
on after that excepting in American bot- 
toms, and subject to the conditions and 
restrictions attaching, at the instigation 
pf our shipbuilders, to what is actually 
pur coastwise trade. 

That we cannot compete with foreign 
mations in ocean commerce our ship- 
builders insist, in demanding that the 
difference shall be made up at the 
bxpense of the taxpayers. But the 
foreign trade of the Philippines has 
been left, even by Spain, to follow 
the law of supply and demand, and 
has accordingly been done to the best 
advantage of the islands. Even with 
the change of ownership, we have di- 
verted a very small part of it to Amer- 
ican shipping. We have had the islands 
for four years, and if it were a profitable 
investment to build and run ships to 
carry their exports and imports, that 
fact would by this time be susceptible of 
being statistically shown. What is 
shown is that in the actual foreign trade 
of the islands we come last as shipown- 
ers, with one American steamer, after 
Great Britain with 33, Germany with 8, 
Sweden ahd Norway with 5. Russia and 
France are at the bottom of the list, 
with ourselves, and with one steamer 
each. It follows that, if it were made 
compulsory for ships plying between the 
islands and the United States to have 
American registry, the foreign trade of 
the islands would simply be diverted to 
other natfons, from whom we should 
have to buy the products of our own de- 
pendency. 

This one fact would suffice to reduce 
to an absurdity the proposition to declare 
the trade of the Philippines domestic and 
*“ coastwise” trade. But the case is far 
worse as regards thé actual] coastwise 
trade of the islands themselves. The in- 
ter-island trade, it seems, is carried on 
in light-draught ships that cannot safely 
cross the Pacific, and are, as a matter 
of fact, built in Asia. When our Gov- 
ernment required coasters for its own 
gervice, it could not get them at home, 
nor have them built in the islands, but 
was compelled to order them from China 
and Japan. 

A requirement, then, that the trade be- 
iween the islands should be carried on in 
‘American bottoms and subject to the 
conditions of American coastwise trade 
is a requirement that this trade between 
the islands shall cease. The American- 
built ships are not available, still less 
the American officers and crews which 
the regulations require. Evidently it 
would be a deadly blow to the prosperity 
of the islands to put a stop to commerce 
between them except what could be car- 
tied on illicitly. As to the foreign trade 
with the United States, to Nmit that to 
{American bottoms would simply divert 
to other countries the business that 
svould naturally come to us, and would 
be a curious way of biting off our noses 
to spite our faces. But to limit the in- 
ter-island trade would be not to divert it 

. ut to destroy it. It would be one of the 
gurest methods we could take to prevent 
the putting of the islands on a paying 
basis, which is, of course, what we all 
@ish to do with them, and by our suc- 
cess in doing which we shall be judged, 
by ourselves and by foreigners, ag to our 
capacity for colonization. One of the 
first acts of Congress should be to repeal 
this monstrous restriction, which benefits 
nobody, and grievously injures directly 
the Philippine Islands and indirectly the 
United States. 


JUDGE BISCHOFF ON THE LAW’S 
DELAY. 

The substance of Judge Biscnorr’s 
timely and admirable talk on mob law is 
that the indulgence in the spirit of the 
mob Is not justified or even excused by 
the law’s delay, but that the prevalence 
of the mob spirit makes it an imperative 
duty to reduce as much as possible the 
law’e delay. 

Certainly rational citizens must agree 
with beth propositions, but we should be 

-tnclined to urge the second even more 
emphatically. than the first. The mob 
spirit is absolutely wrong in a civilized 
community, There is not even a plea in 
palliation for it that can stand the test 
of reason. But it exists and is liable 
even in the most advanced society to 
break through the crust of conventional 


_ festraint that covers it, It is the plain | chance, but proved itself very nearly 


duty, therefore, of those who make and 
administer the laws to do everything that 
can be done to remove incitement to it. 
The unconscionable delay which is la- 
ble to arise in the enforcement of the law 
under our present system is an incite- 
ment because it gives a plausible excuse 
to those inclined to indulge in violence 
and also because it is in itself a source of 
gross injustice and an occasion for deep 
resentment. 


We are quite aware of the general fact, 


cited by Judge Biscnorr, that delay in 


the processes of administering justice is 


largely due to the rapid growth of busi- 
ness for the courts and to the failure of 
the Legislature to provide sufficient ju- 
dicial force to handle the burincss, so far 
as that can be done within the limits of 
the Constitution. The analogy with the 
schools is 4 sound one to some extent. 
At the same time it must be remembered 
that an energetic and adequate move- 
ment for reform in‘this regard must nec- 
essarily come from the bar and the 
Judges, and that, as a rule, neither the 
bar nor the Judges show any very active 
interest in such a movement. They are, 
on the whole more apt at excuses for the 
evils that exist and at criticism of any. 
proposition for improvement than they 
are at suggestions of improvement. There 
are exceptions—Judge Biscuorr is one— 
but most of the Judges and the lawyers 
do not really mind the delay that exists 
very much. They are indeed pretty con- 
tent with it. Until their spirit changes 
there will be little chance for change for. 
the better. “’Tis true, ’tis pity, and pity 
‘tis ‘tis true.” 


HOW IT WORKS. 
Those labor leaders who regard every 
strike as a demonstration their 
“power,” and who resist all plans for 
reducing that power, overlook one con- 
sequence of their action which is very 
important to the wage earners as a class. 
In ordinary times, when the labor mar- 
ket is in normal condition, contractors 
who employ labor are generally willing 
to obligate themselves to finish a given 
work in a given time, and to subject 
themselves to reasonable penalties in 
case of failure. In such circumstances a 
contractor frequently finds himself 
forced to employ labor overtime at in- 
creased wages, usually at double wages, 
in order to avoid the penalties. But 
now that the tendency to strikes has be- 
come so common, under the incitement 
of the class of leaders to whom we have 
referred, contracts are made, almost 
without exception, with a clause exempt- 
ing the contractor from all responsibility 
for delay caused by strikes. On the 
other hand, the other parties to the con- 
tract also relieve themselves from obli- 
gation to take articles which they are 
prevented by strikes from using. The 
following is an example of such a clause 
taken from a contract between parties 
employing a very large number of work- 
men in a great variety of work: 


of 


In case the manufacturer shall be unable 
at any time to make and supply, or the 
purchaser shall be unable to take and use 
said article in consequence of strikes, fire, 
explosion, war, acts of Gop, or the public 
enemy, or any causes beyond the control 
of either party, the manufacturer shall not 
be liable to the purchaser for failure to 
supply such article, nor shall the purchaser 
be liable to the manufacturer for failure 
to take such article, resulting from any of 
said causes during the period of disability. 

It will thus be seen that the employés 
of either of the parties to this contract 
are liable not merely to lose the employ- 
ment that they would have in normal 
conditions, but the added employment at 
higher pay which they might have if 
either party were hurried in the perform- 
ance of the contract, and this may hap- 
pen whenever enough of the men to 
cripple work on either side determine to 
strike, though all the rest are entirely 
satisfied. It is not surprising, in these 
conditions, that strikes are classed in 
the contracts with the (supposably 
wrathful) acts of Gop or of the public 
enemy. 

RUSSIAN AND JAPANESE . SEA 

POWER. 

We were regretting the other day, in 
finding ourselves unable to make any 
comparison of the fighting strength of 
the Russian and Japanese fleets in 
Oriental waters, that naval experts had 
not arrived at a “unit” of fighting 
force, compounded of the various ele- 
ments of speed, battery power, and 
armor protection, which go to make up 
the efficiency of the modern man-of- 
war. A correspondent of The Sun has 
made an investigation of the published 
accounts of the two navies, and in that 
journal of yesterday he goes into a rather 
detailed and very interesting analysis of 
the two, which leads him to the conclu- 
sion that, in the combinations of the 
several elements of fighting force, the 
Japanese Navy preponderates, and this 
both in battleships and cruisers. 

It would be of no use to quote from the 
analysis without giving it in full, and, 
after all, the conclusion is the only thing 
in which the ordinary reader will be 
much interested. Of course, this is a 
comparison “‘on paper” only, and there 
are elements of fighting force that can- 
not be known in advance. The chief of 
these, according to Admiral ERsBeEn’s 
famous saying, is “the man behind the 
gun,” the bravery, discipline, and intel- 
ligence of the common seaman, and the 
bravery, intelligence, and enterprise of 
his commanders. In these moral as well 
as in the material elements of naval 
strength there is every reason to believe 
that the preponderance is on the side of 
Japan. The traditions of the Russian 
Navy, since its romantic origin in the 
will of Permr the Great are of little ac- 
count. The one conspicuous naval battle 
with which Russia had any concern was 
that of Navarino, three-quarters of a 
century ago, Half a century ago, in the 
Crimean war, the Russian Navy had a

negligible. On the other hand, the Jap- 
anese Navy has the fresh and brilliant 
tradition of the war with China, in which 
many officers and seamen of the present 
Japanese fleet took part. They will en- 
ter upon a conflict with Russia, if con- 
flict there is to be, with a confidence 
which is not without its basis. That 
equality of numbers which they cannot 
attain on land, against the multitude 
which the “ populous North” pours from 
“its frozen loins,” they have upon the 
water. If they are able to keep the fight- 
ing at sea, the chances seem distinctly 
in their favor.

MR. LONG’S REMINISCENCES. 
From the perusal ex-Secretary 
Lono’s article upon “The New Ameri-

retary of the Navy ROOSEVELT as a very 
pushing and impulsive officer. The ex- 
Secretary depicts Mr. Rooseve._t as 
actually panting to get at the Spaniards 
in the early months of 1898. We quote 
a passage from Mr. LONG’s reminis- 
cences: 


His activity was characteristic. He was 
zealous in the work of putting the navy in 
condition for the apprehended struggle.

Just before the war he, as well as some 
naval officers, was anxious to send a 
squadron across the ocean to sink the 
ships and torpedo-boat destroyers of the

randa which he would place every morning 
on my desk. 


Ex-Secretary Lona pleasantly ob- 
serves that most of Mr. Roosrvr.t’s 
suggestions had already been adopted by 
the various bureaus, the chiefs of which 
were not altogether idle. He therefore 
suggested to his strenuous assistant that 
“some future historian reading his mem- 
oranda, if they were put on record, would 
get the impression that the bureaus were 
inefficient,” and Mr. Roosrveur “ac- 
cepted the suggestion with the generous 
good-nature which its so marked in 
him.” But all the time his heart and 


soul were in his work. “ His typewriters 
had no rest.” 


It is Within the public memory that 
there was a marked contrast between 
the spirit exhibited by the Assistant 
Secretary and that exhibited by his 
chief. Men who attempted to do busi- 
ness with the Navy Department in those 
bustling days often commented upon the 
great calmness, self-possession, and per- 
fect equipoise of Secretary Lona. In 
short, they found him pretty slow. His 
kinetic energy was compared to the 
movement of molasses in January. It 
may be that the abounding activities of 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
just before and just after the breaking 
out of the war with Spain were of great- 
er advantage to the Government than 
Mr. Lone is willing to admit. We be- 
lieve the dispatch which sent Dewey to 
Manila Bay was signed ‘‘ Roospvze.ut.” 

However, the navy was by no means so 
unprepared for war as it has often been 
declared to have been. Mr. Lone takes 
occasion again to deny the story told by 
Gen. Stewart L. Wooprorp in January, 
1899, about an express train loaded with 
ammunition for Dewry’s fleet, that was 
sent rushing across the continent just in 
time to have Its cargo delivered at Hong- 
kong and distributed among the Ameri- 
can warships on the day before the or- 
ders to sail for Manila were received. 
There was such a train, it appears, but it 
did not start across the continent until 
June 80. Secretary Lona called Gen. 
Wooprorp to account for this statement 
on the day following that on which it 
was made, and the General gallantly 
disclaimed any intention to reflect upon 
the efficiency of the Navy Department. 
Ex-Secretary Lone has a very high opin- 
ion of the American Navy, and records it 
in The Outlook article. That opinion its

Mary, 
Ann, and their ages have been taken with 
amazing seriousness by several of our own 
readers, and many of our contemporaries 
devote space almost by the column to let- 
ters in which correspondents proudly offer 
in detail the calculations by which they 
determined—not always accurately—the age 
of Ann. This troubles us, since, for the 
very first time we are supplied by it with 
a sort of excuse for questioning the merits 
of the education supplied by American pub- 
lie schools. So rudimentary is the mathe- 
matical knowledge required for the almost 
instant solving, either by arithmetic or 
algebra, of this “‘ problem" that there Is 
more than a hint of something gravely 
wrong in our teachers and their methods 
when it appears that they have been, and 
presumably are, turning out pupils for 
whom so simple an “example” presents 
difficulties, and to whom the finding ef 
an “ answer" to it seems an achievement.

POISON FOR FOOD COLORING. 


Agricultural Department Takes Drastic 
Action to Prevent Importation 
of Adulterations.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has directed that a 
consignment of cherry fruit color from 
Posen, Prussta, and purporting to be en- 
tirely vegetable in character, be denied 
admission at the Port of San Francisco.

Prof. Colby for- 
warded a sample of the stuff here for 
duplicate analysis, but the department act- 
ed on the telegraphed report of Prof. Col- 
by and ordered the stuff thrown back on 
the importers. 

The decisive way in which the new law 
is being administered has awakened Amer- 
ican importers to the danger they are in 
if they allow their correspondents abroad 
to ship them indiscriminately goods such 
as they have heretofore been sending with 
impunity. The importers are said to be 
warning their agents and the people who 
ship to them of the character of the new 
law, and instructing them that they must 
seid with each shipment an absolute guar- 
anty of the payment of all expenses of ex- 
amination and return, if that course is 
found necessary. 

Dr. Wiley, the author of the law and the 
chiet chemist of the Department of Agri- 
culture, has received a letter from WIill- 
fam heysey, superintendent of the 
wine and spirits department of the “ Army 
and Navy Stores,’’ in London, Sg 
his approval of the new law.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—George: H. 
Peters of the Naval Observatory, who is 
watching the development of the large 
group of spots on the sun, his observations 
of which were noted last week, has made 
further observations of the group, and has 
made the following statement: 

“The enormous group was again observed 
with a photo-heliograph yesterday and to- 
day. The individual spots comprising the 
group have become less numerous, some 
of the smaller spots having consolidated 
with others. 

“The group consists of about nine spots 
in all, and now shows indications of con- 
densing into two principal spots or groups 
somewhat separated. Yesterday the total 
length of the disturbed region was 172,000 
sites. with a denis A a, about _— miles, 
the aggregate length of the principal spots 
bet fos B00 miles. 

“The group was easily seen with the naked 
eye at the Naval Observatory by several 
of the astronomers, and ought to be a 
conspicuous object for several days yet. 

“A brilliant aurora was observed last 
evefiing, a bright glow in the heavens near 
the northern horizon, while intense streams 
shot up toward the zenith. These conspicu- 
ous auroras Often cg aa the appear- 
ange of large sun spots. he magnetic 
conditions of the earth are affected, pro- 
ducing considerable disturbanee of the 
magnetic needle.”

4. Property, life, and honor should 
be guaranteed in future not by pallia- 
tives, but by the introduction of radical 
reforms with a Christian Governor Gen- 
eral approved by the powers and a per- 
manent international commission.

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STRIKING MOB SACKS TOWN 


Armentieres, Francé, at Mercy of 
Maddened Weavers for Hours. 


Thousands Barricade Streets Against 
Attacking Cavalry, Loot Banks, and 
Fire Employers’ Houses. 


ARMENTIERES, North France, Oct. 13.— 
This town was to-day given up to riot, pil- 
lage, and incendiarism as a consequence of 
the weavers’ strike. Nothing this morning 
foretold the serious disturbances about to 
occur, but at noon the strikers, not receiv- 
ing answers to their demands from the em- 
ployers, broke out into the wildest excesses. 
A mob of 6,000 gathered in the great square 
and urged the troops stationed there to 
throw down their arms, shouting: ‘* Down 
with patriotism!" The rioters then spread 
through the principal streets, breaking the 
windows of the stores, dragging out the 
huge display rolls of linen, which they 
stretched across the streets with the object 
of impeding the advance of cavalry. They 
wrecked shops, sacked the houses of per- 
sons obnoxious to the ringleaders, and at- 
tacked the banks, from two of which they 
succeeded in stealing a fpw hundred dol- 
lars from the tills. 

One gang set fire to a large quantity of 
linen fm the cellars of Messrs. Becquart’'s 
factory, others broke the windows of 
houses and threw burning straw inside. 
The troops, hampered by the obstructions 
thrown in thelr way by the rioters, were 
for a long time unable to disperse the mob, 
Finally, a determined charge by lancers re- 
Stored temporary qulet. 

After dark the rioters tore up the sewer 
gratings and paving stones and stretched 
wires across the streets. Women brought 
piles of empty bottles for use as missiles, 
while boys swarmed up the lampposts and 
extinguished the gas jets. In spite of the 


efforts of the soldiery the rioters proceeded 
to sack the houses, dragging out 


ting fire to it in the street. 
ed in two houses belonging to the strikers’ 
employers and one big factory. 

The local brigade being inadequate to 
cope with the conflagrations, an urgent ap- 
peal was sent to the neighboring town of 
Lille, whence a steam pump and reinforce- 
ments of firemen were sent. 

By midnight, however, the troops and po- 
lice had gained the upper hand and dis- 
persed the mob. The streets are now de- 
serted, except for the armed patrols. The 
authorities are taking measures to ascer- 
oe the names of the ringleaders in the 
riots, 

As a result of the intervention of the 
Prefect the strike leaders have decided to 
submit the employers’ terms to a referen- 
dum of the workmen to-morrow. 


DENTIST SUES PERSIAN PRINCE, 


On behalf of his client, Dr. Michael Wag- 
schal, M. G. Winstock, an attorney, of 220 
Broadway, has brought action in the local 
courts -seeking judgment against Prince 
Zille Sultan, brother of the Shah of Per- 
sia. Dr. Wageschal is.a traveling dentist. 
He was born in Austria, and came to this 
country when a young man twenty-five 
years ago. He became a citizen, and was 
graduated from the New York College of 
Dentistry. 

In the course of time he went to Persia, 
where it chanced Prince Zille Sultan was 
suffering torture from an ulcerated tooth. 
The most skilled of the local doctors had 
been called, but could give him no relief, 
They had pulled the tooth, but left the 
root In the jaw, so that the sufferings of 
the Prince continued. 

He heard that there was a foreigner who 
could work miracles with aching teeth, and 
sent for Dr. Wagschal. When the dentist 


appeared with his instruments the Prince 
was dreadfully frightened, but when Dr. 
Wagschal convinced him that {f he were 
not treated at once he might not live, as 
there was danger of blood polsoning, Prince 
Zille called upon Allah for mercy and sub- 
mitted to treatment. 

This proved successful, to the great de- 
light of the Prince, who made the dentist 
one of his household until the latter per- 
suaded the Prince that in the eyes of the 
Western world time was looked upon as 
money and that he must devote himself to 
others. Then the Prince entered into the 
following contract with the dentist: 

To Wagschal, my dentist: 

I accord you the privilege to travel wherever 
you like to practice your profession. We agree 
whenever I want, you must come to attend on 
me, A salary of 200 toman per year I accord to 
him. The same will reach him. Any time I 
send for you, you must attend to me 

ZILLE SULTAN. 

This contract, now in the hands of the 
New York attorney, is a work of art filled 
with the strange Persian characters that 
read from left to right and near the end 
of the line run upward at an angle of 45 
degrees, like the early copy of a schoolboy, 
In general they resemble stenographic 
notes. There is an elaborate border of royal 
crimson, and in the centre the Prince's seal 
resembling a bird's-eye view of a labyrinth, 
disarranged by an earthquake. 

According to the dentist he was driven 
from Persia by the persecution of the 
Jews, which followed the assassination of 
the Shah. Since then he has been in many 
lands, but has always kept the Prince 
aware of his whereabouts, so that he might 
be summoned whenever needed, but the 
Prince has ceased payment, so that he now 
owes 1,600 toman, or $2,400 in American 
money. Mr. Winstock said yesterday: 

‘IT will undoubtedly get a judgment. Col- 
lecting this will, of course, be difficult, but 
I believe it will be possible when the money 
is put In the hands of the American Con- 
sul. If he cannot collect in this way, the 
matter will be submitted to The Hague, 
where there are other claims against this 
ungrateful Prince. My client starts in a 
few days for Egypt.” 


PRICE OF DIAMONDS RAISED. 


All big diamond merchants in this city 
received yesterday cabled advices from their 
brokers in London, Amsterdam, and Ant- 
werp, that the diamond selling syndicate of 
the De Beers Diamond Mining Company of 
South Africa had advanced the price on all 
small ‘“‘rough” goods 5 per cent. and the 
price of the larger rough diamond 10 per 
cent. The syndicate handles the entire out- 
put of the De Beers Company, which pro- 
duces, it is said, about 95 per cent. of the 
total diamond output of the world. 

The advance is the third since February, 
and, as diamonds were then selling higher 
than they have been at any time since the 
consolidation of the South African mines 
of the De Beers Company in the seventies 
the raise of resterday created something of 
a sensation among the most conservative 
of the big diamond men in Maiden Lane. 

Accompanying the cables came advices 
from the diamond market centres of Eu- 
repe, indicating that conditions there are 
unprecedenced for thirty years. German 
buyers have invaded Antwerp and Amster- 
dam, the principal cutting cities of the Con- 
tinent, and purchased all the cut and pol- 
ished goods in sight. Another feature of 
the new tmarket conditions is that Buro- 
nean dealers have refused to sell goods on 
time. 

The reasons given for the advance are 
manifold, but the general opinion seems to 
be that the enormous natural wealth of the 
Kimberly diamond district is decreasing 
rapidly, and that the Board of Governors, 
which is composed of old men, is anxious 
to get the most possible for all that the 
mines produce. 

The recent rapid advance in prices has 
exploded the Boe theory that the De 
Beers company has a large supply of dia- 
monds in reserve. It is believed that the 
Boer war has exhausted what supply it 
had, that the cost of the mining at a 
greater depth than before has naturally 
raised the price, and that some of the com- 
pany’s mines have played out. Importa- 
tions to this country have also fallen off re- 
cently.

DEATH OF ARCHBISHOP KAIN. 


St. Louis Prelate Passes Away at the 
Age of Ninety-two at Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 18—The Most Rev, 
John Joseph Kain, Archbishop of St, Louts, 
died to-night at St. Agnes Sanitarium, this 
city, where he bad been a patient since May 
12. Death, which came peacefully, had 
been hourly expected by his attending phy- 
siclans for several days. 

Dr. J. M. Stone and a number of priests 
and relatives, including his sister, a Sister 
of Charity, known in the religious world 
as Sister Mary Joseph, were at his bedside 
when the end came. 

Heart’ disease was the ailment for which 
the Archbishop was first treated when he 
arrived at the institution, but a general 
breakdown from overwork had greatly 
weakened him. Recently appendicitis de- 
veloped, and the prelate rapidly sank, an 
operation being impracticable owing to the 
enfeebled condition of the patient. 

No arrangements have been made for the 


funeral, and it is not known whether th 
body will be buried in his family lot at 
Martinsburg, West Va., or in St. Louis. 


Archbishop Kain had been, since his in- 
cumbency of the archdiocese of St. Louis, 
a vowerful factor in the government of the 
church in America. He succeeded Arch- 
bishop Kenrick in that see at a time which 
is regarded as one of the stormiest in its 
history, but before many months had gone 
by he had restored peace and harmony in 
the archdiocese and completed the erection 
of a new cathedral. 

He was Bishop of Wheeling before being 
made Coadjutor to Archbishop Kenrick on 
June 15, 1808. He was named with right of 
succession on Kenrick's death, and from 
the very moment he assumed the active 
duties of the archdiocese an element in it 
opposed him so strongly that for a time an 
open breach was threatened. The Rev Dr. 
David S. Phelan, editor of The Western 
Watchman and one of the brainiest men 
in the American church, was one of Arch- 
bishop Kain’s opposers in a certain sense, 
but, at that time, Dr. Phelan was amusing 
himself by poking fun at Archbishop Ire- 
land and almost every prelate in the coun- 
try. His denunciatory editorials of “ Ire- 
land and his clique,”’ in which Archbishop 
Kain was supposed to be a factor, became 
so vigorous that Kain took summary action, 
ordered the suspension of Phelan’s paper, 
and warned the laity not to read it. 

Phelan relented somewhat, and gradually 
the people and priests of the archdiocese 
began to find the true character of their 
Archbishop. Not many weeks had gone 
by until Dr. Phelan was invited by Kain 
to preach the sermon of the day in the old 
St. Louis Cathedral, the occasion being a 
solemn service in honor of Cardinal Satolli's 
first visit to St. Louis as a Papal Delegate. 

Archbishop Kain was popularly dubbed 
the ‘‘ handsomest prelate" in the American 
hierarchy. He was six feet and some inches 
in height, broad-shouldered, and of a 
nature that won men. He was born in 
Mettinebutg, West Va., in May, 1811, and 
all during his life had @ strong sympathy 
for the Southern cause. He was educated 
for the priesthood in St. Charles’s Semi- 

Baltimore, and ordained by Arch- 

5 -¥ July 25, 1866. In recogni- 
tion of his missionary labors in the two 
Virginias he was appointed Bishop of 
Wheeling in 1875.

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RERMIS WON A FAST RACE 


Fleet Colt Set New Mile and a Half 
Record at Brighton Beach. 


Four Favorites Were Successful at the 
Seaside Track— Toscan Beat 
Black Fox a Head. 


The first running of the Cup Prelfminary 
Stakes at Brighton Beach yesterday made 
a contest that was as satisfying as it “was 
promising for the sequel, the cup race 
itself to be decided over the same track. but 
at an increased distance next Tuesday. 
The field was small, but none expected 
anything else, while the quality of the 
trio that went to the post represented the 
best of the horses left eligible for the ten- 
thousand-dollar stakes of next week. 
Hermis was first in new record time for a 
mile and a half at the seaside course, after 
a horse race of rare excellence, for with 
all the speed that the stout and swift chest- 
nut colt showed, his most dangerous rival 
of the Fall, Major Daingerfield, pressed 
him hard at the end. 

The winner was forced to do his level 
best to get to the finishing post first by 
a scant length and a half, in the exceed- 
ingly fast tftme of 2-5, a second and 
two-fifths better than the old track record. 
Considering the fact that Hermis, a four- 
year-old, had up 126 pounds, his perform- 
ance was one that compares 
with the world’s record of 2:30%, made by 
the three-year-old Goodrich at Chicago, 
with 103 pounds up. The race, too, was 
run on a track that, while good, was not 
at its best, because of the dampness occa- 
sioned by the water in the field. 

Aside from the fine contest that the Cup 
Preliminary furnished, it also opened anew 
the question which will not down of how 
the mature horses of the present season 
are to be rated, for though Hermis, until 
his victory yesterday, was regarded 
horse who simply could not get over a 
long distance, the manner of his winning 
then convinced many horsemen that Her- 
mis must be reckoned with in the Cup race, 
on the ground that though Major Dainger- 
field forced the victor to the last extrem- 
ity, Hermis held the black colt beaten, and 
would have beaten him in much the same 
manner no matter how much further they 
might have been required to go. Igniter, 
who was the third runner, never was a 
factor in the race and was beaten far off. 

The Preliminary was the fourth event on 
the day’s programme and was the single 
stake decided. Of the four horses orig- 
inally named to start, Sambo was with- 
drawn early, leaving Hermis, ridden by 
Fuller, favorite at odds-on over the other 
two, Odom having the mount on Major 
Daingerfield and Hicks being up on Igniter. 
The start, at the half-mile pole in the back 
stretch, was made with the black colt first 
away and Hermis second, but in almost the 
first jump Hermis went out and took the 
track, and from that moment never relin- 
quished it, while Major Daingerfield as 
steadily held second place. Once on the 
back stretch, in the second run through, 
Major Daingerfield, hard ridden by Odom, 
moved forward a bit and lapped Hermis, 
but at the first call the chestnut colt drew 
away again. At the head f the stretch, 
beginning the run home, Major Dainger- 
field bid for the lead once more and drove 
Fuller to the whip on the pacemaker, but, 
try as he might, the black colt never was 
able to get up to the chestnut, and Hermis, 
ridden out, won by a length and a half, 
while Igniter was twenty lengths back. Of 
the six events making up the card four 
went to post favorites, the non-choices to 
win being Oarsman, in the handicap, and 
Toscan, who in the last race made all 
the pace, and beat Black Fox, the odds-on 
choice, a head. The weather was pleasant 
and the attendance good.

The dispersal sale of the thoroughbred 
stallions and mares of the famous Belle 
Meade Stud of Nashville, Tenn., the oldest 
breeding establishment in the United States, 
was begun yesterday at noon in the Fasig-

head Bay. The offering, according to the 
statement of J. B. Richardson, administrg- 
of the estates of the late Gen. W. f;, 
Jackson and W. H. Jackson, Jr., was in- 
tended to close out finally the breeding 
interests of the farm, and all the breeding 
stock was catalogued, numbering 103 head, 
of which five were stallions and sixty-four 
were brood mares, the others 
lings. Though the sale was one of the 
most notable held in recent years, the at- 
tendance was small, and the prices realized 
fell below expectations 

The chief interest of the horsemen pres- 
ent was in the offering of the successful 
young Hanover stallion, The 
who, while Gen. Jackson was alive, was 
wriced at $100,000, and who, in addition to 
1aving been one of the best race horses of 
his time, when the property of William 
Wallace, sprang into prominence with the 
first season that his produce raced.

CREDIT MEN PLAN WORK 


Preparing to Move on Congress 
and Legislatures. 


‘Want Postal Laws to Cover False State- 
ments Sent Through the Mails to 


Secure Credit—Uniform Ex- 
emptions for Debtors. 


Secretary William R. Prendergast of the 
National Association of Credit Men has sent 
out to the members in the last few days a 
digest of the resolutions adopted at the 
last National convention, and which com- 
prise the subjects for legislative work dur- 
ing the approaching sessions of Congress 
and of the Legislatures in the several 
States. In accordance with the action of 
the convention members will strive in 
their several States and at Washington to 
obtain the desired legislation. 

One subject upon which Federal legisla- 
tion is to be asked is the sending of false 
Statements through the mails for the pur- 
pose of obtaining credit. The Legislative 
Committee of the National Association re- 
ceived euthority to present to Congress a 
bill making the senders of such statements 
amenable to punishment for an offense 
against the postal laws. 

Another Federal matter is that of reform 
in the Consular service, and the officers of 
the association are to memorialize Congress 
to enact the Lodge bill, which failed of 
passage at the last session, but, it is ex- 
pected, will be reintroduced next Winter. 

Through the efforts of the association in 
the past laws regulating the sale of stocks 
of goods in bulk have been enacted in six- 
teen States. The Legfslative Committee 
will try to have simifr laws passed in the 
other States. The ‘sulk laws and the argu- 
ments in thelr favor are to be compiled, 
printed in boo'zrets, and distributed. 

Local assseiations and Vice Presidents 
in States having no branch associations 
are req’sésted to notify the National office 
in thig city whenever legislation affecting 
corymércial interests is proposed in the 
Saveral States Members and merchants 
‘will then get prompt information and will 
be enabled to exercise their influence 
when they deem it proper outside their 
own communities in behalf of legislation. 


Upon the subject of uniform exemptions 
the association is not yet ready to formu- 
jJate its conclusions, but it is working in 
that direction. It is agreed by the mem- 
bers that the great diversity in the ex- 
emption systems in the several States is an 
injury to business. Many of the laws, it 
fis said, were framed in former rs to 
weet rural conditions, and are entirely un- 
Sulted to the flourishing Commonwealths 
of these days. A uniform law, it is held, 
would protect the families of unfortunate 
Or improvident debtors, and yet would not 
allow comparatively well-to-do debtors to 

udiate their just obligations. The leg- 
islative committee is to make inquiries as 
to the diverging laws now in force and 
draft a law or laws adapted to the condi- 
tions in different parts of the country. If 
the committee's report is approved at the 
annual conventions in 1904, the association 
will appeal to the Legislatures of 1904-05 
for appropriate action. 


TO ATTEND LEVEE CONFERENCE 


Merchants’ Association Sends Delegates 
to Mississippi Meeting in New 
Orleans. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York, 
at a meéting of the Board of Directors on 
Monday, directed its Secretary, 8. C. Mead, 
and H. D. Dumont to attend the Mississippi 
levee Conference at Néw Orleans Oct. 27, 
when the question of indorsing a proposi- 
tion that the Government take a larger 
share in the work of constructing levees 
will be discussed. 

The Merchants’ Association has been in- 
formed that seven States will be officially 
represented at the conference. Thus far 
the maximum proportion of the expense as- 
sumed by the Government in the construc- 
tion of a levee has been one-third. It is 
6aid that those levees in the construction 
of which the Government has taken an 
active part have proved the stronger in 
times of flood, and that all breaks were in 
levees constructed independently by the 
States. 

Experience has proved that the Mississip- 
pi floods, by devastating large areas of 
cultivated lands, decrease to that extent 
the purchasing power of those portions of 
the country, and business in the manufact- 
uring and industrial centres suffers accord- 
ingly. It is because of the losses thus in- 
directly sustained by the commercia] tn- 
terests of New York that the Merchants’ 
Association is interesting itself in the move- 


ment for expanding Government control of 
the levees. 


DOYLESTOWN BANK CAN OPEN. 





Controller of Currency Authorizes Re- 
sumption of Business. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The Doylestown 
National Bank of Doylestown, Penn., which 
was closed on July 30, was to-day author- 
ized by Mr. Kane, Acting Controller of the 
Currency, to resume business, and the re- 
ceiver has been instructed to turn over to 
the new Board of Directors all of the as- 
sets of the bank in his possession. 

This action was taken upon the receipt of 
a telegram from a representative of the 
Controller's office at Doylestown that the 
stockholders of the bank had raised $220,000 
by voluntary assessment, and that this 
amount had been paid into the bank in 
cash, and that all of the other conditions 
precedent to resumption imposed by the 
Controller had been complied with. 

This will enable the bank to reopen for 
business with an unimpaired capital of 
$106,000, and with sufficient balance to 
cover the estimated deficiency occasioned 
by probable losses.

THE NEW YORK 
RULING ON UNION LINENS 


General Appraisers Decide on 
Their Dutiable Classification. 


Will Be Classified In Accordance with 
Place of Their Component of Chief 
Value—importers Asked for 
Advance of Duty. 


The Board of General Appraisers handed 
down a decision of much importance to 
linen importers yesterday and one which 
will release many importations which have 
been held up by the same dispute. The 
decision, which was written by General Ap- 
praiser de Vries, admits “union” linen 
goods, that ts, goods composed in part of 
cotton, to classification as manufactures 
of cotton, in cases where cotton is the 
component material of chief value. Here- 
tofore they have been classified as linens. 
The importation on which the ruling was 
given was made by Freund, Foise & Co. 
of New York. In cases where flax is thd 


component of chief value the goods will 
still be classified as linen. 

Another decision of some importance was 
rendered by General Appraiser Fischer on 
electrical ‘*goods” imported by Stone, 
Dononer & Co, of Boston. They were 
assessed by the Collector there as “‘ cast 
lead”’ at 24% cents a pound. The im- 
porters’ claim that they should properly be 
classified ag manufactures of metal at 45 
per cent. ad valorem was sustained. 

A somewhat unusual case was that of 
Wahem & McLaughlin of Chicago, who 
asked that the duty be increased on their 
importation. Wahem & McLaughlin are 
domestic manufacturers of *‘ decalcomania,” 
or transfer pictures. In order to make a 
test case they imported a lot of European 
goods, which were taxed at 20 cents a 
pound, as “lithographic prints measuring 
less than .008 of an inch thick.” The im- 
a declared that they should be taxed

The Board of General Appraisers was in 
doubt as to its power to pass upon such a 
protest, as it was evident that the com- 
plainant was not sngured, but it decided, as 
the question was plain, to settle it on its 
merits and leave the status of the com- 


plainant open. The board overruled the 
protest and sustained the Collector. 


White Mountain Paper Co. Bankrupt.

SEPTEMBER’S CROP REPORT. 


An Expert’s Explanation of Its Apparent 
Discrepancy. 


Much comment has been passed upon the 
recent monthly report of crop conditions 
published by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. The point has been raised that the 
report seemed inconsistent in that it 
showed actual improvement in corn crop 
conditions in several States which were 
known to have been visited recently by 
more or less damaging frosts, while in 
other States admittedly free from frosts 
the report showed considerable deteriora- 
tion in the conditions of corn, 

Commenting on these questions and upon 


the crop report itself, J. C. Brown, statis- 
tician of the New York Produca Exchange, 
yesterday said that the report is not in- 
consistent, and what is more that it agrees 
with the general opinion of the trade as to 
corn crop conditions. The two States in 
which the damage by frosts is thought to 
have been greatest are Nebraska and South 
Dakota, and in these States the report 
shows a falling off in condition of 4 
points and 8 points, respectively. In_ the 
State of Iowa, from which reports of frost 
had come, the condition, according’ to the 
improved from 67 to 71.

RLECTRIC SUBWAY FIGHT} SAVED FROM SINKING BARK. 


The Salvador Talavera’s Crew Taken 
Off by Volunteers from the Verona 
After Two Days of Dire Peril. 


The steamship Verona, which arrived 
, yesterday from Japan and China, brought 
in fifteen survivors of the Uruguayan bark 
Salvador Talavera, who were rescued after 
she had been dismasted and had become 
waterlogged. The rescue was made in a 
sea running mountains high by volunteers 
from the crew of the steamship. All of the 
survivors, including Capt. Spieson, were 
taken to Ellis Island-to await the action of 
the Uruguayan Consul. 

The Talavera left Fernandina, Fla., on 
Sept. 7, bound for Corunna, Spain, with a 
cargo of pitch pine lumber. Her voyage 
was stormy until Sept. 28, when she ran 
into a hurricane and her masts were car- 
ried away, breaking off near the deck. The 
vessel was strained so that she started 
leaking and began to settle. With every- 
thing wet inside the men had to remain on 
deck, where sudtessive waves broke over 
them. All of the lifeboats had been smashed 
or carried away when the masts ‘fell, but in 
the high sea that was running it would 


have been impossible to launch a boat had 
they had one. 

At length the storm ceased and the sea 
quieted, which gave the men a degree of 
rest. n a few hours, however, another 
storm came up, and though not as severe 
as the one they had passed through; raised 
a high sea. The forward part of the vessel 
Was awash by this time, and the crew was 
compelled to huddle aft. All of the men 
were weak from constant exposure, but the 
Captain kept up their spirits by telling 
them that they surely would be picked up. 

Finally on the morning of Sept. 8 the 
Verona came in sight, making directly for 
them. When the steamship was still some 
distance off she hove to, and her Captain 
called for volunteers. Every one wanted 
to go, and at length two boat crews of 
three men each were made up. The chief 
officer and two sailors manned one boat, 
the second and third officers and one sailor 
the other. 

Five trips were made to the bark before 
all of the crew were taken off. One of the 
sailors would not leave until he had been 
given permission to take along a white 
kitten, which had been the ship's mascot. 
All of the men saved their clothing and 
bedding, besides a few of the ship's utensils. 

When the sailors were transferred to 
Ellis Island they caused considerable com- 
ment. They are a _ picturesque looking } 
group, all of them being dressed in cordu- | 
roy and wearing flaring red sashes. They 
are all of dark complexion, and each has 
a well- trimmed mustache and beard.

Ciiy Demands Accounting and May 
Take Over Conduits. 


Challenges $3,290,162 of Asserted Cost 
of Construction, and Says Corpora- 
tion Has Violated Agreement. 


A suit by the city against the Consolidat- 
ed Telegraph and Electrical Subway Com- 
pany for an accounting is to be instituted 
by Corporation Counsel Rives at the in- 
stance of Mayor Low. It will be based on 
a report, made public yesterday, of the 
Commissioners of Accounts of an investi- 
gation of the affairs of the defendant cor- 
poration which was ordered by Commis- 
sioner Robert Grier Monroe of the De- 
partment of Water Suppiy, Gas and Elec- 
tricity. 

The Consolidated Company was formed 
prior to 1886, when it was decided to elim- 
inate overhead electric wires. Its agree- 
ment with the city comprehended the pay- 
ment to the city, after the company had 
earned 10 per @ent. net on the actual cost 
of the subways, of all excess over that 
amount. It was also provided that in case 
in any year 10 per cent. was not earned by 
the company it should be entitled to re- 
coup itself. Another agreement was that 
after Jan. 1, 1897, on the demand of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, the 
company should sell all the subways con- 
structed by it to the city, at ‘‘ actual cost” 
pf construction plus, in case of failure to 
have earned 10 per cent., 10 per cent, on 
such actual cost. 

The Consolidated has never 
into the City Treasury, and the city has 
hot until now taken steps to acquire the 
Subways. Each year the Consolidated has 
filed with the Controller a report on the 
cost of its construction and income. The 


accuracy of these reports the city chal- 
lenges. It. is contended by those who desire 
that the Consolidated’s monopoly end and 
that the city possess the subways under 
the. agreement that the company has been 
either “‘ building up” for a settiement un- 
cer the selling agreement, or has put its 
valuation of constructions so high that the 
city could not conscientiously acquire the 
property at the cost fixed by the books of 
the company.

RARE ANIMALS DUE H HERE. 


Large Consignment on Board the Liner 
Pretoria for Bronx Zoological Park. 


The most expensive and rarest collection 
of animals ever received in one consign- 
ment into this country will arrive on the 
Hamburg-American HNner Pretoria, due here 
to-morrow. The shipment is consigned to 
the New York Zoological Society, and, with 
the exception of elephants and rhinoceroses, 
contains very nearly the entire collection 
destined for the new antelope house, which 
has just been completed in the Zoologieal 
Park. 

By far the most important animals in 
the lot are two giraffes, eleven feet in 
height, imported from German East Africa. 
It is a fact not generally known by the 
public that the giraffe is to-day one of 
the rarest animals in captivity. At pres- 
ent there is not a single specimen of this 
rapidly disappearing animal in the United 
States. 

Next in importance in the Bronx Park 
consignment is a magnificent eland bull 


weighing nearly 2,000 pounds. The eland 
is the largest of the antelope family, and, 
although once very abundant in Africa, is 
now becoming £0 rare that it is practically 
disappearing from the wild animal market. 
The specimen coming here was secured by 
Carl Hagenbeck frogsthe collection of the 
Duke of Bedford, ‘&% Woburn Park, and 
was obtained as a favor to the Zoological 
Society. 

Other rarities consist of a pair of white- 
bearded gnu and a pair of white-tailed 
The .latter represent a species of Afric 
antelope now on the verge of e tinction 
and very rare in captivity. The trix

the Sahara Desert are both of them as 
beautiful as they are rare. The Blessbuck, 
which is represented in the consignment 
by one adult specimen, is also quoted as 
‘very rare. There is also a shipment of 
Indian antelopes, a pair of Nilgai, two 
African crested antelopes, a Redunca an- 
telope, and one specimen of Baker's ante- 
lope. The collection as a whole is pro- 
nounced by Hagenbeck to be equal to the 
best in captivity elsewhere. Its total cost 
is about $14,000, 

Another interesting feature of the Pre- 
toria shipment is a complete collection of 
the Cameloid animals of South America, 
the gift of Robert 8. Brewster of 49 Wall 
Street. There are a pair each of_llamas, 
alpacas, vicunias, and guanacos, For this 
collection the Zoological Society has erect- 
ed a special building, known as the Liama 
House, on a wooded knoll near the south- 

st entrance to the park.
